Fortifications  there,  which  they  pretend   that,  the  French  have  paid  for  theirs  £<?londn(*' 
which  they  have  often  disputed   with   them    about   and   excused   themselves  of  sooop 
their  demands,  but  they  will  hear  to  no  reason  or  equity  saying  they  [     are     ]  gral>]ity- 
in  great  want  of  money,  haveing  given  the  King  their  Estates  to  continue  them 
in  their  employments,  which  they  must  Seek  to  retreive.

that  wee  are  absolutely  necessitated  thereto. 

The  fugitive  Seamen  belonging  to  Ship  Chandos  being  lately  taken  and  sent  ' 
us  from  Conimere,  and  ever  since  under  seveer  confinement  It  is  orderd  that  on 
Thursday  next  the  9th :  Instant,  they  be  brought  before  the  President  the  Councill 
and  some  of  the  officers  at  the  fort  hall  to  be  there  examined  and  tryed. 

There  being  a  Parcell  of  Gold  thread  in  the  "Warehouse,  which  Some  Persons 
offers  to  buy  at  9  Pags  :  ^  11  which  being  the  most  we  cann  bring  them  to,  The 
Warehousekeeper  is  orderd  to  deliver  them  25  £ :  at  that  rate  and  endeavour  the 
dispose  of  the  rest  as  soon  and  well  as  he  can. 

The  R' :  Honble :  Compaa :  merchants  meeting  this  day  in  Councill,  where  they 
were  first  seveerly  reprehended  by  the  President  for  their  delayes  in  their  Contract, 
which  they  many  wayes  excused  themselves  in  and  promised  to  be  more  sedu- 
lous in  the  conclusion  thereof,  they  were  also  discours't  upon  another  Contract 
which  they  desired  to  be  excused  from,  till  they  had  finished  the  old  one,  after 
which  they  were  orderd  to  be  Tashereeft  as  accustomary  wth  :  Broad  cloth  &ca : 

The  Warehouse  keeper  &ca :  deliverdin  a  paper  with  their  opinions  about  the 
Conimere  goods  &ca :  which  is  left  to  the  Councills  further  Considerations,  and  that 
the  said  goods  be  veiw'd  and  examined  by  them  all  before  any  resolves  bee  made 
thereon  but  that  said  paper  be  enterd  in  the  Register.

In  pursuance  of  yesterdays  Consultation  the  Councill  mett  early  this  morning 
at  the  sorting  Godown,  where  after  opening  and  a  strict  examination  of  many  bales 
of  severall  sorts  of  Conimere  and  Porto  Novo  Goods,  we  find  ye  Porto  IS!  ovo  Goods 
indifferently  well  in  their  Severall  quallityes  as  also  the  Conimere  blue  cloth, 
Succatnms  and  fine  Neckcloths  but  the  Longcloth  wte :  and  brown  as  also  the 
Sallampores  very  ordinary  &  so  ill  sorted  &  pack't  y'  :  they  are  resolved  not  to  be 
sent  home  for  Europe  &  therefore  to  be  returnd  upon  ye:  Merch'8  :  to  be  exchanged 
for  better,  tho  ye :  President  was  of  opinion  twas  better  to  make  a  proportionable 
abatem'  upon  ym:  &  send  ym:  home  in  consideration  of  or  great  want  of  goods,  to 
compleate  a  ladeing  for  y6  :  Princess,  as  also  y8 :  want  of  coarse  goods  in  England. 
&  their  present  scarcity  &  deerness  here,  likewise  for  ye:  returning  as  much  of 
the  great  Stock  by  us  as  possibly,  wch :  otherwise  for  want  of  goods  may  ]ye  long 
dead  by  us,  whilst  ye :  ships  goe  home  dead  freighted,  The  Rl:  Honble  :  Comp8  :  also 
requireing  all  sorts  of  these  course  goods  procureable  at  a  reasonable  Price. 

The  short  Narrow  &  turnd  out  Longcloth  &  Sallamp"  were  also  receiv'd  & 
most  of  ym  found  short  of  muster,  but  in  consideration  of  or  necessity  for  goods  we 
prest  &  prevail'd  wth  ye  Merchts  to  lett  y™:  goe  at  a  lower  number  &  price  viz.  P:  20: 
8  :  &  P:  10:  9:  for  yB  Sallamp™  wch:  they  very  unwillingly  consented  to,  by  reason 
y"  towne  Marketts  would  give  them  at  least  10  f"  C:  more  y":  the  Honble :  Compa  : 
are  to  give,  since  wth  :  out  it  ye:  Merchts:  are  not  able  to  compleat  their  Contract,  y" : 
troubles  in  ye :  Countrey  &  Scarcity  of  goods  are  So  great.

Letter  from  Colla  Vencatadry  at  Metchlepatam  enclosing  one  from  Ispa- 
haunee  Tubbatubba  to  the  President,  acquainting,  that  he  had  been  to  wait  upon 
Basherad  Cawne,  who  intends  Suddainly  to  come  to  these  parts,  &  discourst  ab*:  or : 
affaires  enforming  him  ye :  great  disadvantage  it  was  to  y8 :  Duan  by  ye  :  Loss  of 
the  English  trade  &  removall  from  those  parts,  woh  :  he  seemed  to  be  sencible  of 
&  promised  to  give  ye  Allumgees  an  ace1 :  thereof,  if  we  would  make  known  our 
agrevances  to  him  by  some  suitable  embassador  wtn :  many  other  kind  offers  of  his 
services  to  us. 
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Letter  from  Mahomed  Saudeek  the  revolted  Generall  of  the  Mogulls  forces 
in  these  parts  to  the  President,  kindly  expressing  his  Love  and  freindship  and 
offers  of  his  assistance,  in  what  may  tend  to  the  Interest  of  the  R':  Honble:  Comp"; 
and  their  affaires. 

A  Sloop  arriveing  here  this  day  from  Bengali  brings  us  advice  thence  from  Mr 
Charles  Eyres  &ca  of  the  25th:  November  last,  that  notwithstanding  ye  •.  late  seveer 
orders  from  the  Mogull  for  the  exterpating  all  the  English  this  Countrey  and 
demollishing  their  factorys  in  Bengali,  The  Nabob  through  his  clemency  and 
good  inclinations  towards  them,  forbore  putting  them  to  execution  ;  and  that  after 
some  publick  discourse  with  them  and  dispatch  of  the  Kings  people,  He  privately 
Sent  for  Mr  Eyres  &  Bradhill  late  at  night,  where  there  was  only  the  Duan  present, 
and  very  affectionately  exprest  to  them  in  the  following  tearms,  "  You  cannot  but  The  Nabobs 
be  sencible  of  my  favours  lately  bestowed  on  you,  and  especially  in  that  of  your  speeoh. 
releasment,  and  giveing  my  ^'wannas'  according  to  your  desire,  notwithstanding 
the  many  Stories  the  late  Suba's  have  wrote  against  you,  and  the  Kings  displeasure 
thereon,  who  as  I  understand  hath  orderd  you  to  be  expelled  the  Countrey,  but 
as  I  have  given  you  my  promise  and  word  so  I  will  endeavour  to  performe  the 
same  by  assisting  you  and  writeing  up  to  the  King  to  receive  you  into  favour 
againe,  but  I  must  desire  you  to  follow  those  methods  I  shall  prescribe  to  you 
V' :  That  upon  your  arrivall  in  Ballassore  you  make  noe  great  noise  and  bring  up 
but  one  or  two  Ships  for  the  present  and  send  me  your  arruzdaust  or  letter  of 
request  on  receipt  of  which  I  shall  write  to  the  King  and  endeavour  to  procure  a 
Phyrmaund,  in  the  meantime  I  woudnot  have  you  be  too  forward  in  your  Trafficque, 
untill  some  orders  arrive  from  thence  or  that  you  hear  further  from  me,  whether  I  do 
intend  to  make  application  in  your  behalves  in  order  to  a  right  composeing  of 
matters  between  you  and  the  King,  and  if  at  any  time  I  should  seem  openly  to  be 
displeased  with  you,  Tis  not  that  I  will  be  really  so  and  therefore  I  now  give  you 
my  word  and  promise  that  you  may  rest  Satisfied  therein  without  the  least  Suspition 
or  Jealosy  and  keep  this  my  kind  promise  and  agreement  as  private  as  you  can 
that  it  may  not  be  broached  abroad,  for  you  have  great  many  enimies  and 
especially  the  Dutch,  who  would  not  care  how  Soon  you  were  deprived  of  the  trade 
of  Bengali,  tho  I  must  declare  to  you  I  had  rather  see  your  trade  flourish  then 
rtheirs."

examine  and  state,  they  sent  us  an  Account  thereof  on  the  ballance  of  which  is 
due  from  Mr  Browne  being  Pags  542  :  02 :  on  Ace*  rigging  &a  made  use  of  by  him 
at  Vizagapatam  from  wch  is  to  be  deducted  Pags  100  allowed  him  for  the  service 
of  his  Ship,  during  the  troubles  there  in  his  time  as  ^  Consultation  of  the  9th  of 
July  88  and  that  if  any  errour  in  the  weight  of  the  Cordage  was  hereafter  proved 
to  be  overcharged  to  him,  that  y"  it  should  be  allowed  him,  as  also  what  Dammer 
&ca  of  his  was  made  use  of  at  Vizagapatam  upon  the  R*  Honble  Companyes 
Shipping.

A  parcell  of  round  Pepper  offering  to  sale  the  Councill  have  treated  about  it 
for  the  R*  Hon1'10  Compa  but  the  lowest  price  we  could  bring  them  to  was  Pa  :  21 
^  Candy  which  being  putt  to  the  voat,  the  Councill  were  of  opinion  they  could 
give  no  more  than  17^  Pa  ^  Candy  the  Honble  Compa  haveing  Commanded  us  not 
to  exceed  that  price. 

The  letters  and  advices  from  Bengal  were  perused  &  debated. 

Orderd  that  Pag8:  1000  be  paid  Mr  J°  Cheney  Paymaster  to  defray  the 
Garrison  Charges. 

The  Ladeing  the  ship  Chandos  for  England  was  again  discourst,  but  thought 
best  to  deferr  our  resolves  therein  sometime  longer,  being  in  dayly  hopes  of  the 
Princess's  arrivall  from  China. 

M"  Mary  Sterling  makeing  it  her  Petition  to  ye  Councill  for  a  maintenance  to 
live  upon  from  the  R*  Honble  Compa  she  haveing  nothing  to  subsist  on,  her  husband 
dying  in  the  Honble  CompftS  service  very  poor,  Her  father  Cap*  Francis  being 
also  killed  in  their  Service  in  Bengali,  Tis  thought  reasonable  &  orderd  that  she 
be  allowed  50  fan  ^  month.

Ship  [lacuna]  belonging  to  Mr  John  Coventry  arrived  this  day  from  Atchien, 
brought  a  Generall  from  M1'  Thomas  Yale  &ca  aboard  the  Defence  at  Mallacca  of 
the  10th  of  August  last  adviseing  that  they  were  civilly  treated  by  the  dutch  there, 
and  very  assisting  to  our  occasions,  as  also  of  the  departure  of  the  James  and 
Princess  of  Denmark  thence  the  7  of  June  &  3d  July  last  for  China,  and  Mr  Coventry 
enformes  us  of  their  safe  arrivall  there  as  also  of  the  Defences  at  Canton. 

Generall  from  Conimere  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  Pags  2000  sent  them 
overland.

Decembr  last,  but  unhappily  in  the  way  were  by  the  Polligars  or  Morattaes  robb'd 
of  their  packetts  money  Cloaths  and  all  things  they  had  of  any  Vallue,  very 
narrowly  escapeing  with  their  lives,  which  they  say,  they  were  very  near  looseing, 
upon  enquiry  of  news  from  Bombay,  they  tell  us  the  Generall  &ca  had  made  a 
peace  with  the  Mogull,  and  that  he  had  sent  three  of  his  Phyrmaund  to  Bombay, 
and  that  his  Sheerpaw  was  in  few  dayes  expected  for  the  Genu  with  all  other 
Rites  and  ceremonyes  to  ratifye  the  Peace,  they  also  tell  us,  that  the  Syddee 
was  yet  upon  the  Island,  ingarrison'd  with  about  12000  men,  but  that  they  keep  a 
very  civill  correspondence  with  the  English,  this  good  news  with  what  wee  lately 
received  from  Surratt,  and  that  also  a  few  days  past  confirmd  by  the  french 
gives  us  great  reason  to  beleive  that  a  peace  is  concluded  with  us,  throughout 
the  Mogulls  Dominions,  and  therefore  think  it  the  R-*  Honble  Camp118  Interest 
and  absolutely  necessary,  that  we  send  a  Europe  Ship  with  as  considerable  a  stock 
as  we  cann  raise,  with  the  Agent  &a  Councill,  and  those  of  the  Companye's 
Servants  formerly  belonging  to  the  Bay  as  soon  as  possibly,  that  they  may  have 
time  to  Invest  it  for  the,ensueing  year,  more  especially  since  all  sorts  of  Goods,  are 
so  scarce  and  dear  in  this  Countrey,  that  we  cannot  procure  half  a  shipp's  Ladeing 
by  y*  time  not  doubting  the  Compas  and  the  Generalls,  approbation  thereof,  for 
said  reasons,  as  also  from  the  great  encouragement  and  Invitation,  wee  have  had 
to  a  returne  and  trade  from  that  worthy  good  Nabob  Ebrahim  Cawn,  and  His 
freindship  and  good  inclination  to  the  English  who  undoubtedly  has  been  very 
instrumentall  to  this  Peace.  The  Warehousekeeper  is  therefore  orderd  not  to 
dispose  of  any  more  Silver,  but  reserve  it  for  that  designe,  as  also  to  provide  a 
Sufficient  cargoe  of  Europe  Goods  to  be  sent  thither  by  the  first  opportunity. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  in  our  former  consultations  for  our  resolutions, 
which  ship  to  lade  immediately  home  for  England,  and  the  Princess  not  being 
yet  arrived,  and  the  season  So  farr  Spent  as  may  endanger,  the  getting  of  her 
Passage,  twas  therefore  proposed  to  the  Councill  whether  we  should  awaite 
Sometime  longer  for  the  Princess'  arrivall  or  not,  which  being  put  to  Vote,  twas 
carryd  for  the  Chandos  immediate  and  expeditious  ladeing,  not  doubting  her 
timely  arrivall  home,  the  Cap' :  promiseing  his  uttmost  endeavours  therein,  the 
Warehousekeeper  is  therefore  orderd  to  lade  her  proportion  of  Petre  and  Redd- 
wood  &ca  :  with  the  Clove  bark,  the  smallest  of  wch  :  to  be  putt  in  baggs  to  prevent 
its  loss,  as  also  the  pepper  to  compleat  her  Tonnage.  Also  the  Fort  &  Porto  Novo 
Bales.

Haveing  perused  your  severall  exceptions  about  the  Conimere  and  Porto 
Novo  Goods  I  find  that  notwithstanding  our  former  Consultations  you  are 
resolved  against  the  sending  them  for  England  and  your  majority  of  Voates  has 
soe  orderd  itt,  but  I  being  of  a  contrary  opinion  am  obliged  to  give  my  l-easons 
for  it  which  are  Viz*. 

First,  the  R* :  Honbie  :  Compas :  repeated  possitive  order  for  the  returning  as 
much  of  their  stock  as  possibly  in  ordinary  longcloth  and  Sallampores  &ca  :  course 
goods  at  reasonable  rates  as  well  for  the  want  of  them  in  England  as  to  lade  their 
Shipps  home. 

2dly  :  You  cannot  but  know  that  the  Town  &  Countrey  marketts  would  give 
much  more  for  them  than  it  costs  the  Comp"  :  and  that  ye  scarcity  and  troubles 
in  the  Countrey  are  so  great,  that  we  cannot  expect  to  gett  more  in  a  long  time 
att  least  at  those  rates.

Judge  whether  they  come  out  equall  or  inferiour  to  the  Musters,  and  this  is  ye 
report  of.

before  they  receive  ye  Mogulls  Phyrmaund  or  the  Generalls  orders  for  it,  but 
that  our  resolves  thereon  be  deferrd  till  the  arrivall  of  the  Princess  from  China, 
by  which  time  we  hope  to  receive  further  orders  or  confirmation  of  the  Peace 
from  Bombay.

Mr :  Daniel  Chardin  delivering  the  following  Petition  to  the  President  and 
Councill  to  permitt  him  the  shipping  off  Bengali  Goods  for  England  upon  the 
Rf :  Honble :  Compas  :  permissive  tearms,  wob  :  being  read  to  the  Council],  the 
President  represented  to  them,  the  Honble :  Compas :  prohibition  by  the  Chandos 
was  grounded  upon  their  conclusion  of  a  Gen11  :  Peace,  and  secure  and  currant  trade 
and  Settlement  in  Bengali,  and  that  a  quantity  of  those  Goods  would  be  sent  them 
home  by  her  to  the  prejudice  of  the  sale  of  theirs,  whereas  the  Honble  Compa 
have  no  Bengali  Goods  by  this  ship  and  prohibit  us  to  buy  any  here,  therefore  since 
all  the  conclutions  failed,  he  proposed  to  ye  Councill  that  it  would  be  much  to  the 
Hon1'18  Compas  Interest  and  advantage  to  permitt  sending  home  Bengali  goods 
upon  the  Permissive  tearmes  by  the  Chandos,  rather  then  she  should  goe  home 
dead  freighted,  which  would  thereby  be  much  Saved,  and  possibly  fill  the  ship, 
and  be  a  certaine  Gaine  of  17  p  Cfc  to  their  honrs  without  the  least  hazzard  or 
inconveniency,  all  which  reasons  being  duely  represented  to  the  Councill,  '  twas 
put  to  the  Voate,  but  was  carry'd  in  the  negative,  that  they  could  not  engage,  that 
the  Honble  Compa  would  allow  Bengali  Goods  sent  home  on  the  Chandos  to  be 
Permissive  goods,  it  being  otherwise  declared  by  them,  which  Mr  Chardin  was 
acquainted  with  but  that  we  had  Liberty  to  lade  them  if  he  pleased  but  that  he 
must  Stand  to  their  Hon1'3  pleasure  therein,  and  that  we  should  recommend 
his  case  to  them.  Mr  Chardin  haveing  also  brought  a  quantity  of  Saltpeter,  and 
we  haveing  no  quintelledge  goods  here  for  another  Ship,  twas  propos'd  and  left  to 
the  Councills  consideration,  whether  we  should  buy  it  for  the  Compa  to  lade- 
their  following  Shipps,  being  we  shall  be  much  in    want  thereof. 

Mr  Bryan  one  of  the  Honble  CompB  writer  haveing  been  long  time  distracted 
to  the  great  trouble  and  charge  of  this  place,  where  all  endeavrs  and  remedies  have 
been  used,  and  there  being  no  hopes  of  recovery  here,  It  is  orderd  that  he  be 
return'd  home  for  England  by  Ship  Chandos,  where  he  may  possibly  find  a  Cure, 
being  a  Colder  Countrey  the  Cap*  is  therefore  orderd  to  receive  him  aboard  and 
give  him  good  usage  and  accomadion  [sic]  and  the  Paymaster  to  disburse  20  Pags 
for  cloaths  &c  a  necessaryes  for  him  and  advise  it  home. 

Mr  John  Afflack  for  himself  and  the  rest  of  the  Owners  of  Shipp  Mindanoa, 
bringing  us  an  accts  from  under  the  Warehousekeepers  hand  of  the  rec1  and 
weight  of  the  Clove  Bark  deliverd  him,  which  amounting  to  1175° :  2qr  :  3lb:  which 
he  desires  to  be  paid  for  according  to  agreement,  the  Accomptant  is  therefore  orderd 
to  examine  the  same,  and  give  in  the  amount  thereof  with  his  bill  on  next 
Consultation  day;  as  also  about  the  intrinsique  vallue  of  the  Pag0  there  being 
Some  dispute  therein. 

The  President  gave  in  his  (reasons  as  tis  entred  before)  to  the  Councill  upon 
their  exceptions  against  sending  home  the  Porto  Novo  and  Conimere  goods, 
desireing  their  further  considerations  thereof,  who  returnd  for  answer  that  they 
continue  in  their  former  opinions. 
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The  PresideDt  haveing  for  Severall  years  used  his  uttmost  endeavours,  and 
interest  in  this  and  other  Countreys  to  invite  and  bring  as  many  of  the  severall 
Oasts  of  weavers  to  inhabit  and  Settle  y6  families  and  trade  in  this  town,  to  the 
great  encreas  and  advantage  of  the  Commerce  and  revenues  of  the  towne,  which 
have  been  considerably  encreast  thereby  and  haveing  been  long  treating  with  the 
Janrawar  Cast  of  fine  weavers,  perswaded  near  fifty  familyes  of  them  to  come 
hither,  to  whom  after  haveing  veiwd  and  allotted  them  ground  seperate  from  the 
other  Cast  of  weavers,  to  build  on  and  other  conveniencys  for  their  trade  and  wor- 
shipp  gave  them  a  Cowle  to  confirme  the  same  to  them,  and  their  heirs,  as  also 
for  their  liberties  &  priviledges  as  to  the  ceremonys  of  their  Casts  and  Superstitious 
Worship,  Tashereefing  them  and  the  Chiefs  of  the  other  Casts  with  Perpetuanoes, 
rosewater  and  beetle  to  make  them  freinds,  and  agree  together,  which  they 
promised  as  also  to  bring  a  thousand  families  of  the  severall  Casts  of  weavers  to 
work  here  in  their  handicrafts,  which  we  hope  in  time  may  so  encrease,  as  this 
town  may  of  itself  be  able  to  make  the  Honble  Compas  Investment  in  several 
Sorts  of  goods  which  is  good  Service.

abscence  of  the  black  Cashkeepr  he  brought  noe  more  to  Ace'  then  Pag8  36  : 
04  :  92  :  and  he  is  ready  and  willing  to  pay  the  mistake. 
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To  the  Second  Article  about  Mr  Wm  Cawleys  buying  Cables  to  Supply  the 
R*  Honble  Companies  Shipping,  Mr  Cawley  alledges  that  he  Bought  the 
with  his  own  money,  when  the  Company  had  noe  occasion,  and  that  he  Sold  some 
to  several]  other  people,  and  when  the  Compa  had  occasion  for  them  he  supplyed 
them  at  the  markett  Price,  but  upon  examination,  Mr  Gray  proves  according  to 
his  charge,  that  Mr  Cawley  has  gained  25  f"  C*  on  whatever  he  has  Sold  the 
Honble  Compa  when  at  the  same  time  Mr  Cawley  might  have  bought  ym  cheaper, 
Mr  Cawley  also  acknowledges  that  the  President  never  denyed  him  money  to 
supply  the  Company  with  Stores  or  anything  under  his  charge  they  might  have 
occasion  for.

Candy  and  that  on  the  27  of  said  month  he  sold  it  to  the  Honble  Compa  for 
Pag*  8  ^  Candy,  which  appears  to  be  true,  as  ^  Mr  Cawleyes  ace'  deliverd 
in  the  Second  of  October  last,  Whereas  Mr  Cawley  to  justifie  or  excuse  himself 
in  this  matter,  alledges  that  he  acquainted  the  President  with  the  cost  thereof,  and 
that  he  had  his  consent  to  Sell  it  to  the  Honble  Company  at  8  Pag8  f?  Candy  the 
first  of  which,  the  President  utterly  denyes,  and  affirms  he  does  not  remember  the 
other,  tho  possibly  he  might  say,  that  if  the  Honble  Company  had  occasion  for 
Dammer,  or  any  other  stores,  he  might  buy  it  as  cheap  as  he  could  at  the  markett 
price,  but  upon  examination,  we  find  that  y°  Same  Sort  of  Dammer  was  Sold  the 
23  :  of  July  by  Mr  William  Praser  to  the  Owners  of  the  James  at  Pa  6|  |)  Candy, 
and  Mr  Fraser  also  declares  that  upon  perusall  of  his  Ace*  he  offerd  him  it  att 
under  6^  Candy,  wherein  it  appears,  that  Mr  Cawley  has  bin  very  faulty 
in  the  managem'  of  his  buisness  for  his  particular  Interest  contrary  to  the 
many  instructions  and  advices  given  him  by  the  President  for  his  faithfull 
discharge  thereof. 

As  to  the  last  Article  of  Mr  Gray's  charge  about  takeing  money  from  the 
severall  masters  and  officers  of  the  R'  Honble  Compas  Shipping  not  only  volun- 
tarily but  pressing  it  from  ym  which  appears  only  in  George  Herron,  Mast1'  but 
the  rest  they  freely  gave  it  him  for  his  favour  in  their  buisness  with  him. 

And  whereas  Mr  William  Cawley  affirms  in  his  answer  he  bought  these 
things  for  his  owne  ace",  it  plainly  appears  that  he  had  and  might  have  had 
money  to  buy  what  the  Honble  Company  had  occasion  for,  at  cheaper  rates  ;  and 
not  at  second  hand  from  himself  upon  great  advance. 

Upon  examination  and  due  consideration  of  Mr  Thomas  Grayes  Charge

sallary  place,  and  allowance  be  continued  to  him  till  then. 

And  his  Accts  appearing  very  irregular  and  full  of  mistakes  both  as  to  Stores 
and  other  disbursements,  which  the  President  cannot  att  present  so  well  enquire 
and  examine  into,  Mr  John  Littleton  the  Accomptant  and  Mr  Thomas  Wavell 
are  therefore  orderd  carefully  to  examine  his  books  and  accts  and  draw  up  an 
account  of  what  he  has  over  charged  the  R*  Honble  Company  either  in  the 
buying  or  Selling  of  their  Stores  or  in  any  other  charges  or  expences  whatever  and 
that  he  doe  pay  the  ballance  thereof  into  the  R*  Honble  Compas  Cash  within 
fourty  dayes  after  the  proof  of  sd  Acct8  or  otherwise  that  he  be  dismist  the 
Honble  Compas  Service.

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Yettamuttaraw  was  turnd  out,  and  Joan  Shercawn  put  in  his  place,  Basherad 
Cawn  Succeeded  him  and  him  Mahomed  AllyBeag,  who  came  with  a  considerable 
force,  plundering  the  Countrey  and  burning  the  towns  to  Teranomilla  and  Chingee 
in  the  midst  of  these  distractions,  the  renters  prest  hard  for  money  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants, but  piscashing  the  Governours  Polligars  &a  we  manag'd  our  buisness  as 
well  as  could  be  expected  as  time3  then  Stood,  not  regaurding  our  many  losses  and 
disappointments  but  cheifiy  our  Creditts  in  performing  the  Contract  of  the  1 0000 
Pag8  we  receivd  of  your  Hon"  &a  in  Europe  goods  and  5000  in  Silver  on  the 
sale  thereof  we  made  here  but  12000  the  ready  money  was  15000  and  our  Stock 
but  14100  in  all  makes  4L100  charges  and  wages  deducted  with  residue  we  have 
provided  Cloth,  part  of  which  comeing  by  Chenomonaiques  pollem  was  there  robd 
and  Seized  on  to  the  amount  of  500  Pag8  we  formerly  acquainting  Yo1  Hon1 
&a  thereof,  besides  dureing  these  troubles  Severall  weavers  rann  away  with  our 
money,  soe  that  every  way  we  are  loosers,  but  since  we  are  your  Merchants,  twas 
not  the  many  losses  &  troubles  we  then  consider'd,  but  rather  Studyedto  compleat 
our  Contract,  which  at  length  not  wthout  much  difficulty  we  have  effected,  and 
brought  the  full  quantityes  in  the  Goedownes,  besides  which  there  was  150  P* 
Long  cloth  &  Sallamp18  deliver'd  the  Washermen,  which  was  stolen  and  not  the 
least  Satisfaction  made  us  for  it,  we  also  gave  them  in  the  time  of  famine  great 
quantity  of  rice  for  Conjee,  they  complaineing  they  had  not  Sufficient  for  that 
purpose  from  the  Company,  but  the  Washermen  soon  after  left  this  place  when 
we  invited  their  returne  from  Severall  parts,  sending  peons  and  batta  beforehand, 
wob  we  effected  and  lost  money  there  too,  as  also  by  the  seveer  Sortment  of  our 
Cloth,  the  Gentlemen  employ'd  therein  haveing  no  consideration  of  the  great 
difficulty  we  had  in  the  procureing  it,  but  only  regarded  to  their  own  praises  in  out 
doeing  each  other  to  our  great  loss,  which  wee  have  often  acquainted  Your  Honr* 
&a  with,  but  have  had  noe  redress  therein  to  our  great  discouragement,  they 
haveing  at  that  rate  received  &  packt  up  Goods,  to  the  amount  of  Pag8  29500 
&  odd  besides  which,  there  are  many  Ginghams  and  neckcloths  ready  to  be  sorted, 
and  all' the  turned  out  Cloth,  which  they  have  lockt  up  iu  the  Goedown  refuseing 
either  to  take  it  or  to  deliver  it  to  our  dispose,  the  Present  troubles  and  revolu- 
tions in  the  Country  is  such,  that  which  side  soever  gets  the  Victory,  they  will 
plunder,  and  ransack  ye  houses  Men,  women,  and  what  else  they  meet  with,  soe 
ravenous  are  they  grown,  none  escapes  them,  of  late  one  Bramenee  Bundalelashy  is 
come  to  Conjevoram  and  has  rented  said  Countrey,  forceing  money  from  Merchants, 
Weavers  &a  therefore  they  have  all  relinquisht  that  place  some  comeing  here 
and  others  absconding  in  the  woods.  The  Morattas  also  at  Chingee  force  money 
from  the  people  there,  for  defraying  the  charges  of  the  Army,  which  has  made 
them  leave  that  Place  too,  as  the  others,  which  the  Dutch  and  french  considering 
of,  forbad  their  Merchants  provideing  any  more  goods,  The  Sadraspatam  & 
Tevenepatam  Merchants  complaining  to  the  Dutch  of  their  losses,  They  forthw"1 
advanc't  them  15  ^  Cent,  notwithstanding  which  they  could  perform  their 
Contract,  whereupon  the  Dutch  orderd  them  to  desist  from  any  further 
provideing,  however  tlio  we  have  had  no  such  encouragement,  yet  next  to  God 
wee  alwayes  trusted  you  would  have  some  considerations  for  our  faithfull 
services,  which  has  been  a  great  inducement  of  procureing  what  we  have, 
not  farr  hence  is  a  great  Naiques  priviledg'd  towne,  where  weavers  are  provideing 
Manilla  Cloth,  wch  :  they  sell  at  P  1  :  ^  p8  :  the  punjum  of  which  being  12  or 
12|  the  same  Cloth  if  carry'd  to  Porto  Novo  yeilds  30  Pa  :  f]3  Corge  ;  the  Countreys 
Adawanne  &  Guttum,  whence  comes  all  the  Cotten,  and  Cotten  Yarne  is  embroyled 
in  Warr,  and  troubles,  which  is'  the  reason  that  noue  comes  from  thence  and  what 
remained  in  these  parts  is  all  spent,  but  Your  honrs  &a :  are  well  acquainted  wth : 
these  parts,  what  we  have  here  related  to  Your  Honrs  &a  is  truth,  tho  short  of  our 
many  troubles,  On  the  Callicoes  we  have  deliverd  our  loss  therein  is  Pags :  3500, 
also  on  your  Silver  and  Europe  goods  3000 :  in  all  6500  Pag8:  which  accounts 
according  to  your  hon™  &a  rules  is  kept  by  four  Conacaplyes  for  y*  purpose 
Twas  your   Hon13  &"  order  and  appointment  y1, :  the  Ace' :    Should  be  made  up 
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once  in  two  Years,  wch  :  time  is  now  expired,  therefore  we  hope  your  honrs :  &a  : 
will  order  the  remaining  Cloth  to  be  received  and  then  the  Acct8 :  to  be  made  up 
accordingly,  after  which  with  all  due  regaurd  to  the  many  troubles  of  the  Countrey, 
if  Your  Hon13  :  &a :  commands  us  in  any  thing,  we  shall  readily  obey  it  to  the 
uttmost  of  our  powers,  provided  the  Honble :  Compa :  runns  the  risgoe  of  our 
trade  in  the  Countrey  from  their  Warr  wth  :  ye  Mogull  These  things  considered  we 
hope  Yoar  honrs :  &a :  will  please  to  give  us  some  encouragement,  for  which  we 
shall  alwayes  pray  for  yT :  honr8 :  &ft :  health  &  happyness,  as  tis  our  bounden  duty 
so  to  do.

Compa8  great  prejudice  by  magnifying  their  losses  as  they  please,  and  next  that 
ye  troubles  of  the  Countrey  dayly  encreasing  we  are  really  of  opinion,  that  it  will 
be  very  hazardous  tradeing  in  the  Countrey,  haveing  dayly  many  ill  examples  there- 
of by  robberyes  Seizure  and  obstructions,  the  Conimere  Merchants  refuseing  also 
to  engage  upon  another  Contract,  and  the  Porto  Novo  Merchants  being  also  much 
behind  hand  in  their  Last,  and  by  late  advices  we  hear  that  goods  are  extreamly 
scarce  &  dear  to  the  Northward  both  at  Pettipollee  Metchlepatam  and  Madda- 
pollam.  Longeloth  reported  to  be  at  40  Pags:  f}  Corge,  so  that  we  are  at  a  great 
loss,  how  to  employ  the  Honble  Compas  large  Cash  now  by  us  to  their  advantage, 
in  goods  according  to  their  orders  for  the  ladeing  their  Shipps  home,  and  haveing 
try'd  all  these  parts  without  the  least  hopes  of  Success,  there  remaines  no  other  at 
present,  but  to  dispose  our  Silver  for  the  bay,  and  Send  some  of  our  Councill 
beyond  Porto  Novo,  where  we  hear  Course  goods  are  procureable,  and  Mr  John 
Littleton  and  Mr  John  Cheney  being  both  ill  at  present,  Tis  agreed  and  orderd 
that  Mr  Thomas  Wavell  do  goe  on  that  designe,  he  being  willing  thereto,  haveing 
little  buisness  in  the  Warehouse,  and  that  he  do  take  for  his  Assistants,  Mr  Heny 
Alford  and  Mr  Francis  Charlton,  and  that  ye  President  do  draw  up  his  Instruc- 
tions for  the  direction  and  management  of  the  buisness,  and  enquiries  about  the 
purchase,  of  Tegnapatam  fort  a  strong  commodious  place,  which  we  hear  the 
King  is  willing  to  dispose  of  and  that  the  Dutch  and  french  are  very  buisy  In 
treating  about,  therefore  necessary  for  us  to  interpose  either  to  buy  it  or  make 
it  dear  for  them. 

The  factors  appointed  and  willing  to  goe  to  the  West  Coast,  desireing  Some 
money  may  be  advanc't  for  their  necessaryes,  Tis  order'd  that  100  Pags  be  paid 
them  on  Ace4  of  their  Sallarys  Viz  to  M1  Moody  Pags  40  :  to  Mr  Mabb  Pags 
40  :  to  Mr  Kennidee  P  20  and  for  their  supply  and  encouragement  the  Storekeeper 
is  orderd  to  lade  what  Stores  and  provisions  are  necessary  for  their  Voyage.

Trenehfeilds  petition,  that  the  Crimes  Agent  Charnock  and  his  Councill  have 
charged  him  with  in  their  Dyary s  home,  might  be  examined  and  he  either 
thereby  be  acquitted  or  condemned,  whereupon  the  President  &a  proceeded  to 
enquier  into  the  matter,  desireing  the  Agents  &a  to  give  their  reasons  and  proofs 
of  their  charge  against  him,  as  first  y4  he  had  injured  the  Honble  Compas 
Investment,  corresponding  with  their  Bnimyes  and  was  thereby  instrumentall  in 
the  blocking  up  of  Hughly  factory,  his  treating  with  the  Bnimyes  at  Higely  and 
Severall  other  heinous  Complaints  as  appears  in  their  Consultations  and  Dyarys 
to  wch  they  gave  only  for  answer  y*  it  was  what  they  heard  and  was  advised 
by  letters  and  that  they  could  give  no  other  reason  but  that  they  have  remitted 
all  to  the  HonbLe  Company  to  Judge  thereof  and  this  all  the  Satisfaction  they 
offer  for-  the  injury  to  his  reputation,  tho  in  the  main  by  what  wee  can  learne 
of  the  buisness  it  appears  to  be  more  of  heat  then  matter,  and  to  arrise  from 
Particular  picques  and  differences  &  chiefly  about  his  Permissive  trade,  which 
the  Honb'e  Compa  not  only  permitted  but  prest  and  commanded  all  their 
Servants  to  promote  and  encourage  it  as  being  to  their  great  advantage,  And  for 
his  corresponding  with  the  Enimyes,  who  it  seems  was  one  Muttradas,  for-

tearms  yn  this  from  Surrat,  tis  to  be  feared  our  stock  will  be  too  small   to    satisfie 
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their  unreasonable  demands  for  their  losses  by  the  Warr,  besides  we  dajly 
expect  our  Cossits  from  Messs  Weldon  &  Navaro  at  the  Camp,  as  also  that  the 
Bengali  Pbyrmaund  may  possibly  as  unjustly  expell  Agent  Charnock  as  the  Surrat 
one  did  the  Generall,  aud  this  also  being  the  season  for  the  arrivall  of  our  ships 
from  England  by  whom  we  may  possibly  receive  more  possitive  orders  then 
hitherto  we  have  had  therein,  for  which  reasons  tis  agreed  that  the  Princess  and 
her  Stock  in  expectation  thereof  do  remaine  here  20  dayes  longer,  but  our  freinds 
at  Surrat  haveing  contracted  with  the  Merchants  there  for  the  Kempthornes  freight 
to  Bengali  &  back  again,  Tis  therefore  Judge[d]  necessary,  that  she  proceed 
accordingly  lest  our  diverting  her  Voyage  should  creat  a  disturbance  &  bring  them 
into  new  troubles,  Tis  also  orderd  that  2  factors  according  to  their  desire  be  sent 
upon  her  to  assist  them  in  their  buisness  with  the  Government,  and  Ladeing,  and 
that  they  carry  the  Presidents  letter  to  the  Nabob  adviseing  that  this  Ship  comes 
to  his  Port  by  the  Authority  of  the  Kings  Peace  and  encouragement  of  his  kind 
Invitation,  and  that  wee  shall  send  our  people  soon  after  to  resettle  and  therefore 
to  desire  his  preparation  for  them  as  to  their  kind  reception  accomodation  and 
trade  as  here  after  enterd  &  that  they  by  what  Bay  goods  they  can,  at  reasonable 
rates,  to  be  deliverd  aboard  ship  before  payment.

The  Conimere  Merchants  haveing  been  long  in  restraint  for  nonperformance 
of  their  Contract,  request  that  they  may  be  sett  at  liberty  &  returne  home  engage- 
ing  their  utmost  endeavors  to  conclude  the  old  contract  in  three  months  and  bring 
in  what  Goods  according  to  muster. 

The  Inhabitants  and  other  Merchts  being  greatly  dissatisfyed  for  the  want  of 
Justice  to  their  agreivances  and  complaints,  there  being  since  the  death  of  Sr  John 
Biggs  noe  Court  of  Judicature  for  the  finall  determination  of  Causes,  The  Mayors 
Coart  by  their  Charter  not  being  to  exceed  a  finall  Judgm*  of  three  Pag8 :,  all 
Persons  haveing  liberty  to  appeal  from  thence  to  the  Coart  of  Admiralty,  wc>l 
occasioning  great  troubles  to  the  President,  from  their  many  complaints,  which 
himself  and  Councill  as  soe  quallifyed  are  not  by  the  Charter  authoriz'd  to  receive 
or  redress  appeals,  but  that  it  must  be  done  by  a  Coart  of  Judicature  appjinted

The  President  haveing  perused  the  Bencolen  and  Indrapore  Cash  books  from 
their  Settlem*  being  the  first  sent  thence,  wherein  he  finds  very  great  and 
extravagant  expences  &  cheifly  at  Indrapore,  where  Mr  Gibbons  has  done  but 
little  Service  as  to  the  Provision  of  Pepper  and  little  expectation  of  improveing 
the  Place  by  the  many  dangers  and  charges  that  Surrounds  them,  the  Emperour 
keeping  his  Coart  at  Manduta,  so  that  upon  those  and  other  Considerations  Tis 
agreed  and  orderd  that  one  of  the  small  Vessels  be  dispatch't  forthwth  thither 
wth  orders  to  dissolve  that  Factory  and  remove  the  HonbIe  Compa"  concernes  and 
people  to  Bencoolen  and  that  Mr  Gibbon  do  return  hither  by  the  first  oppor- 
tunity to  answer  more  particularly  to  his  large  expences  and  many  debts  made 
there,  and  the  Honble  Company  haveing  little  goods  to  send  upon  Said  Vessell 
the  Warehousekeeper  is  ordered  to  procure  what  he  can  upon  freight  to  Atchein 
and  that  she  proceed  thence  to  the  West  Coast. 

Haveing  received  letters  asaturday  last  from  Messr  Weldon  and  Navarro 
from  the  Mogulls  Camp  at  Bidderee  wherein  they  advise  of  the  Phyrmaund  beino- 
sent  to  Surrat,  and  that  they  had  the  promise  of  another  for  Bengali  which  in 
four  days  after  was  to  be  sent  to  the  Governour  of  Surrat  to  be  delivered  to 
Mr  Vaux  &ca  when  the  Mogulls  demands  were  comply'd  with,  and  that  they 
could  not  then  send  a  Coppy  thereof,  but  we  should  have  it  from  Surrat,  also  that 
the  Mogull  had  tashereeft  them  with  a  Sheerpaw  equall  to  that  given  the  Dutch 
envoy  and  that  they  had  taken  leave  of  the  King,  and  intended  to  Sett  out  in  two 
dayea  after,  soe  that  wee  can  expect  noe  further  advices  from  them,  and  the- 
season  elapsing  for  Bengali,  as  also  our  limitted  time  for  the  sending  them  down 
the  Agent  was  therefore  sent  for  to  Council  1  &  the  sa  letters  communicated  to 
him,  where  in  Councill  the  President  duly  stated  the  case  as  to  our  sending  the 
Ship  and  stock  to  Bengali  or  to  the  Coast  of  India  and  Surrat  which  being  a 
weighty  buisness  twas  left  to  the  Councills  consideration  to  give  in  their 
opinions  reasons  and  in  writeing  by  tomorrow  at  4  in  the  Evening  &  y*  this 
buisness  be  carryed  by  Majority  of  Voats  &  prosecuted  accordingly. 

Cap*  Tho  Gray  &  Mr  Willm  Hatsell  being  returned  wth  8  of  the  Pyrats

According  to  an  order  of  yesterdays  consultatio  the  Councill  deliverd  in 
their  Severall  opinions  and  reasons  in  writeing  about  the  disposure  of  the  Princess 
of  Denmark  and  the  R*  Honble  Compa8  Stock,  which  were  read  by  ye  Secretary 
the  Major  part  whereof  were  for  the  Shipps  proceedure  to  the  Bay  with  the 
Agent  &ca  and  the  R*  Honb,e  Compas  Stock,  which  was  accordingly  Resolved 
and  orderd  that  she  be  with  all  expedition  despatch't  thither,  and  the  Councill  in 
their  Severall  imploy  to  hasten  the  same  as  also  to  Supply  with  what  necessary 
for  their  Settlements  in  the  Bay,  and  that  the  Severall  Papers  be  enterd  as 
foil  owes. 
The  Presidents  Opinion  herein  : 

Considering  the  strange  Phyrmaund  sent  for  Surr*  and  Bombay  from 
whence  the  treaty  of  Peace  with  the  Mogull  was  managed,  what  better  tearmes 
can  be  expected  for  Bengali,  from  whence  went  as  many  &  great  complaints  of 
our  hostile  actions  as  from  the  other,  and  if  we  are  by  that  Phyrrad  also  ordered 
to  make  full  satisfaction  to  all  persons  for  their  losses  &  injuries  by  the  warr, 
before  we  shall  be  admitted  to  a  Settlement  and  trade,  I  much  doubt  the  stock 
we  shall  send  down  will  be  expended  that  way,  since  our  people  in  the  bay 
advise  us,  that  the  late  Nabob  Shasta  Cawn  and  Bauder  Cawn  had  rifled  & 
destroyd  our  factoryes,  and  forc't  the  Honble  Compas  debts  from  their  Merchts  on 
pretence  of  their  particular  losses  by  the  Warr,  so  that  we  can  expect  little  Supply 
from  those  Merch",  and  therefore  may  suspect  the  Princess  may  returne  emptier 
then  she  goes,  &  noe  hopes  of  a  Ladeing  for  her  here,  her  charterparty  time  also 
will  be  then  expired  and  consequently  out  of  our  dispose,  and  to  goe  empty  home 
will  be  a  Sad  and  Shamefull  returne,  whereas  if  she  be  now  Sent  to  the  Coast  of 
India  and  Surrat  with  a  Stock  as  they  desire  and  want,  there  is  no  questiu  of  her 
ladeing,  besides  the  sending  her  now  down  to  the  bay  in  expectation  of  meeting 
the  Mogulls  Phyrmaund,  there  is  upon  great  uncertaintyes  since  Messrs  Weld  on 
and  Navarros  late  letter  from  the  Camp  advise  us  at  b^st  that  the  Bengali 
Phyrmaund  was  but  promis't,  or  doeing  and  that  after  'twas  done,  it  was  to  be  sent 
to  the  Governour  of  Surrat  to  be  deliverd  Mr  Vaux  &a  after  all  agreements  and 
demands  were  perform'd  and  complyed  with  which  we  have  yet  no  advice  of,  and 
that  its  Coppyy"  Should  be  Sent  us  hither,  which  we  may  Suddainly  expect,  it  being 
near  2J  months  since  the  date  of  their  letter,  besides  the  Honble  Company  haveing 
had  early  advice  of  the  War  and  danger  of  Bombay  Wee  may  Shortly  expect  their 
fuller  orders  therein  this  being  the  usuall  time  of  the  anivall  of  their  Ships  from 
England,  from  which  reasons  I  am  of  opinion,  that  tis  best  the  Ship  Princess  doe 
stay  here  so  long  as  the  Monsoon  will  conveniently  permitt  her;  that  we  may 
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either  know  the  contents  of  the  Kings  Phyrmaund  and  the  conditions  we  are  to 
Settle  and  trade  upon  in  the  Bay,  or  that  we  receive  more  ample  and  possitive 
orders  from  our  Honble  Masters  concerning  it,  that  affair  haveing  been  cheifly 
recommeuded  and  referr'd  to  our  deceast  Generall.

In  pursuance  to  Your  Hon":  Commands  yesterday  at  Consultation,  signifying 
every  person  there  Summond  Should  this  day  deliver  his  opinion  in  writeing, 
whether  our  proceedure  to  the  Bay  be  convenient  or  not,  I  answer,  that  whereas  it 
has  been  objected  that  the  Phyrmaund  procured  for  Surrat  by  the  Embassadors 
from  the  Mogulls  Camp,  is  infamous  and  not  fitt  to  be  accepted  by  us,  and  that 
should  the  like  and  noe  better  be  procured  lor  the  bay,  twere  much  more 
intolerable,  as  likewise  whether  the  stock  y*  is  to  be  sent  with  us  may  prove 
Sufficient  to  answer  the  Demands,  which  may  be  made  on  us  when  arrived  there, 
to  this  reply,  that  these  Eastern  Kings  have  always  been  accustomed  to  speak 
bigg  in  their  letters  and  papers,  and  tho  tis  certaine  Said  expressions  Should  have 
been  objected  against  by  our  people  at  Coart,  yet  I  find  the  conclusion  is,  we  shall 
trade  as  formerly,  which  I  take  to  be  as  much  as  if  he  had  said  on  our  former 
Priveledges,  and  if  a  priveledge  of  trade  be  granted  there,  tis  not  likely  it  should 
be  refused  in  bengall  both  places  belonging  to  the  same  King,  and  the  late  advices 
from  the  Camp  inferring  as  much  which  granted,  its  not  to  be  questioned  but  that 
a  Bengali  investment,  will  be  much  more  profitable  then  one  from  Surrat  or  any 
place  Bay  goods  now  being  in  So  great  request  at  home,'  that  noe  Coppy  of  the 
Bengall  Phyramaund  was  sent  I  presume  it,  that  its  not  to  be  had  till  the  originall 
is  chopt,  and  that  by  the  advices  from  the  Camp  was  expected  in  four  dayes  from 
ye  date  of  their  letters. 

The  sufferers  in  the  Bay  War  doubtless  will  have  many  demands,  tho  w'''out 
question  far  less  than  those  on  the  Coast  of  India  and  I  am  inclin'd  to  beleive  at 
or  first  arrivall,  nay  possibly  till  our  inland  factoryes  are  Settled,  they  will  not 
touch  on  that  String,  both  the  Natives  &  y8  Goverm'  itself  being  so  desireons  of 
our  trade  and  ye  Honble  Companyes  debt  there  exceeding  their  demands,  should  it 
come  to  that  height  our  Ace1  will  over  ballance  the  other. 

As  to  the  prizes  formerly  in  our  possesfi  they  were  all  according  to  contract 
redeliverd,  except  the  Nabob  of  Cattecks,  and  for  the  Kings  treasure  at  Ballasore, 
plunderd  by  our  Soldiers,  advices  from  Dacca,  assures  us  the  Fousdar  of  that  place 
extorted  from  the  inhabitants  thereat  4000  more  then  was  took  by  them  with 
overplus  he  put  into  his  own  Pocquett. 

The  main  objection  as  I  imagine  may  be  produced  is  the  possabillity  at  our 
arrivall  there,  we  may  not  be  permitted  to  trade,  so  the  R'  Honble  Compas  stock  lyes 
uninvested,  and  the  Princess  looses  a  Voyage,  but  to  this  I  say  that  its  a  bare 
supposition  only,  beleiving  no  man  capable  to  foretell  futurityes,  So  that  since 
hitherto  we  have  many  reasons  to  beleive  the  present  Nabob  Duan  &a  Governours 
in  Bengali  are  inclinable  to  favour  us  and  the  demands  there  -not  exceeding  the 
debts  due  to  the  Honb'e  Compa,  I.  must  conclude  our  goeing  down  by  prudent 
managem'  may  be  very  beneficiall  and  advantagious  to  our  Masters  and  y'  tho  it 
Should  happen  they  would  not  permitt  us  to  Settle  till  arrivall  of  ye  Phyrmd  (if  not 
already  received  there)  yet  the  news  of  one  being  in  a  readyness,  wch  doubtless 
they  (as  well  as  we)  have  notice  of,  will  persuade  them  to  allow  us  liberty  to  make 
use  of  this  monsoon,  especially  Seeing  the  Kempthorns  arrivall  there  freighted 
from  Surrat  with  Moors  goods.

Mr  Wavell's: 

There  haveing  been  many  debates  in  Councill  about  the  resettlem'  of  Bengall 
but  no  resolves  would  be  made  thereon  till  a  firme  peace  was  concluded  wth  the 
Mogull  at  Bombay  and  a  Phyrmaund  deliverd  us  Coppy  of  which  we  have  lately 
received  from  thence,  which  tho  not  soe  ample  and  satisfactory  as  I  could  wish  for, 
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yet  to  me  does  appear  a  declaration  of  Peace  &  freindship  to  the  English,  & 
confirmation  of  our  former  priveledges,  upon  which  the  Gentlemen  of  Surrat  have 
thought  fitfc  to  lefct  severall  of  our  Ships  to  freight  to  the  Moors,  who  doubtless 
never  would  have  freighted  on  them,  if  they  were  not  fully  Satisfyed  of  a  Firme 
Peace  between  the  Mogull  and  us,  further  we  haveing  lately  received  letters  from 
Mess3 :  Weldon  and  Navarro  at  the  Camp. who  enform  us  that  they  had  likewise 
procured  the  Mogulls  order  for  a  Phyrmaund  for  Bengali  aud  in  four  dayes  time  it 
would  be  °-ott  ready  and  dispatch't  away  to  Surrat,  now  Since  wee  have  already 
sent  a  Small  Stock  down  on  the  Kempthorne  to  be  invested  if  can  be  done  securely, 
Tis  my  opinion  that  no  further  time  be  lost,  but  that  ye  Agent  and  Councill  be  sent 
down  as  Soon  as  possibly  whereby  they  may  be  enabled  to  make  Investm*  timely 
for  the  Ships  returne  hither  in  Decemb1' :  which  if  can  be  accomplish'd  will  certainly 
be  a  great  peice  of  Service  to  our  Honble  :  Masters.

It  is  certaine  noe  designe  is  without  its  objection  which  are  impossible  in  all 
respects  to  be  answerd  or  clear'd  before  an  experim  :  be  made  and  then  by 
honest  and  prudent  managera* :  of  experiene'd  persons  the  (Seeming)  greatest 
obstacles  may  be  put  by,  so  that  altho  restitution  be  a  maine  "condition  of  our 
Settlement  in  Surrat  and  not  improbably  also  in  Bengali,  yet  in  consideration  that 
Satisfaction  in  a  greater  measure  already  made  there  by  our  Merch'8:,  who  are 
greatly  indebted  to  the  R' :,  Honble :  Company  and  y8  no  doubt  of  the  good  Nabob 
of  Dacca  his  favour  I  apprehend  no  difficulty  in  resettling  but  on  ye  contrary  and 
am  of  opinion  it  is  highly  requisite  that  the  Agent  &a :  be  with  all  Speed  sent  dosvn 
to  that  intent,  takeing  great  care  and  observing  all  our  cautions  and  instructions, 
my  reasons  also  for  their  goeing  are  these,  first  becaus  it  is  a  trade  of  great 
proffit  to  the  ft* :  Honble :  Compa  :  and  Nation  as  also  for  that  things  happning 
contrary  to  my  desire  and  expectation  the  Ship  Princess  may  arrive  here  timely  to 
be  sent  with  the  treasure  to  Surrat  and  of  greater  Consequence  the  resettling  of 
Bengali  upon  or  :  f ormr :  tearmes  at  least  of  which  I  apprehend  noe  great  fear.

Mr :  Fraser's  : 

Upon  the  subject  matter  now  before  yr :  Honr:  &ca:  of  the  Ship  Princess 
goeing  to  Bengali  which  occasions  Some  Scruples  and  doubts,  if  her  goeing  can  be 
with  honour  &  Safety  to  the  Honble:  Compa :  &  the  English  Nation,  and  Your  honr : 
desireing  each  of  the  Councill  to  give  their  reasons  in  writeing  under  their  hands 
Signifying  their  opinions  of  the  Princess  goeing  or  not  goeing  to  Bengali. 

And  first  by  our  Consultation  of  the  10  :  of  June  it  was  agreed  that  the 
Princess  should  be  sent  with  all  expedition  for  the  bay,  notwth  standing  there 
was  not  then  a  Phyrmaund  for  Bengali  obtein'd,  and  had  no  reason  to  expect  it 
better  then  that  for  Surrat,  our  Consultation  of  the  16th :  June  deferrd  the  Princess 
goeing  to  Bengali  for  the  space  of  three  weeks  in  which  time  we  might  reasonable 
expect  larger  advices  from  the  Camp,  which  is  now  arrived  and  therefore  our 
former  doubts  of  a  Phyrmaund  for  Bengali,  are  now  reduced  to  certain"  promise 
and  probability,  and  tho  the  case  be  very  bad  as  it  concernes  the  Rf :  Honble : 
Compa  :  yet  at  this  present  juncture,  we  know  not  how  to  mend  the  matter  better 
then  to  use  all  endeav™  :  to  procure  a  proper  ladeing  for  the  Princess  of  Bengali 
goods,  which  the  Compa:  seem  very  importunate  for,  if  the  Compas :  affaires  in 
Bengali  are  well  accomodated,  know  not  how  we  can  be  excused  to  keep  a  charge- 
able Ship  upon  dead  demorage,  and  the  Compa8 :  Stock  lye  dead  and  not  employd, 
and  we  cannot  fear  any  incOnveniency,  when  we  consider  that  all  the  Moors 
ships  gon  from  Surrat,  have  taken  English  Passes,  &  the  Kempthorn  freighted  by 
Moors  from  Surr* :  to  Bengali  and  therefore  my  humble  opinion  is  that  the 
Princess  about  15  dayes  hence  may  be  sent  to  Bengali  whether  we  have  or  have 
no  advices  by  that  time  from  the  Honble :  Company  unless  their  hou"  :  order  to 
the  contrary  arrive  us  before  that  time.

In  obedience  to  an  order  made  last  Consultation  day  I  give  this  my  opinion 
with  all  freedoms  &  impartiality,  haveing  heard  many  argumts:  as  well  for  as 
against  the  resettling  the  factorys  in  Bengali  upon  the  uncertaine  news  of  an 
unknown  Phyrmaund,  I  am  at  last  of  opinion,  y' :  it  will  be  infinitely  the  R' : 
Honble :  Compas :  disadvantage  to  attempt  Such  a  Settlement  untill  we  are  well 
assured  upon  what  tearms  &  know  the  contents  of  the  Phyrmaund  (if  any)  for 
that  place  since  it  is  unanimously  agreed  not  to  accept  of  Such  an  ignominious 
dishonorable  one  as  y' :  received  at  Surrat,  and  we  have  reason  to  expect  noe 
better,  If  the  Mogul!  does,  as  in  all  probability  he  will,  demand  restitution  to  be 
made,  the  Merchants  &a :  in  the  bay  of  all  money  Goods  &a :  taken  from  them,  as 
done  at  Surrat  and  all  debts  due  to  them  to  be  paid,  it  will  be  impossible  to 
send  down  Stock  enough  from  hence  to  half  Satisfie  that  one  demand,  and  were  it 
possible  it  is  in  my  Opinion  unreasonable  to  fling  away  the  Oompas :  estate,  when 
time  with  a  little  forbearance  may  procure  an  admition  upon  more  easy  as  well 
as  honorable  tearms,  if  we  are  not  over  forward  to  embrace  their  shamefull  base 
offers,  I  cannot  perceive  but  that  if  the  Princess  carryes  a  stock  for  the  Bay  suffi- 
cient to  load  her  home,  they  must  either  pay  it  away  in  demands  made  upon  the 
Company  and  goe  home  empty  or  be  forced  to  returne  hither  wth :  it  in  January, 
when  her  time  will  be  out  and  Saile  hence  in  the  same  condition,  whereas  now 
She  may  carry  a  stock  to  Surrat,  (where  they  want  it)  and  load  thence,  or  goe  to 
the  West  Coast,  which  she  will  not  be  obliged  to  do  at  her  returne,  when  her  time 
in  Charter*^  :  will  be  out,  if  the  Princess  Should  leave  ya  Agent  &c'1  behind  her 
in  the  bay  before  the  Articles  of  Peace  com  ply  ed  with,  those  small  Vessels  belonging 
to  the  Compa  will  be  an  unfitt  habitation  for  him  &a  so  consequently  the  Comp*8 
Estate  must  fall  a  Prey  to  the  Moors,  If  there  be  noe  more  design'd  by  the  Send- 
ing the  Agent  &ca  down  to  the  bay,  then  the  procureing  a  loading  for  the  Princess, 
and  that  they  returne  againe,  I  conceiv  that  thay  be  much  easier  effected,  and  wtb 
much  less  charge  by  others  in  the  Compaa  Service,  where  the  title  of  Agent  and 
Councill  is  wanting,  then  where  there  will  be  So  much  noise  and  Shew  for  these 
and  many  other  considerations,  I  am  of  opinion  not  to  Send  Agent  &ca  to  Bengali 
wth  the  Companys  stock.

1500  of  the  R*  Honble  Companys   stock  upon    Ship  Kempthorne  to  be  invested 
there. 

That  I  verily  beleive  the  trade  of  Bengali  has  been  the  most  beneficiall  to  our 
R*  Honble  Masters  of  any  in  India,  therefore  should  not  lett.any  fitt  oppertunity 
S[l]ipp  of  regaining  it. 

That  the  Ag6nt  being  one  of  very  great  experience  in  those  parts,  is  the  most 
fitt  to  treat  in  an  affair  of  so  great  importance  to  the  R4  Honble  Compa  and  by 
sending  him  &a  down,  we  shall  acquitt  our  selves  of  haveing  done  our  uttmost 
endeavrs  in  a  concerne  so  advantagious  to  our  R4  Honble  Employers. 

That  if  no  Settlement  can  be  procured  nor  Investment  made  ye  R4  Honble 
Compa  Stock  may  be  Secured  abd  ye  Princess. 
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I  presume  they  will  not  insist  upon  any  demands  which  possibly  may  be  made 
upon  us,  wee  haveing  deliverd  up  their  Shipps  &a  upon  a  treaty  of  Peace  made 
with  them  formerly.  And  the  Right  Honble  Compauy  haveing  large  summs  of 
money  oweiug  them  in  Bengali. 

That  the  Kempthorne  may  be  orderd  to  touch  here  iu  her  way  to  Surrat  and 
by  her  may  be  sent  a  supply  of  money  for  that  place  I  presume  that  what  Pepper 
the  Coast  of  Mallabar  doth  produce  will  not  be  enough  for  the  Ships  that  are  to 
load  there. 

This  is  my  opinion,  which  I  submitt  to  yor  better  Judgements,  and  I  desire 
never  to  be  Soe  opinionated,  but  upon  hearing  better  reasons  to  quitt  my  own 
and  adhere  to  them.

Ship  S' :  Thoma  belonging  to  Sen  :  Francisco  Mendes  of  S* :  Thoma  sett  Sail 
for  Bengali  by  which  conveyance  the  President  &" :  wrote  a  Gen11 :  of  this  days  date 
to  the  Agent  and  Councill  of  Bengali  encloseingcoppies  of  their  Majesties  declara- 
tion of  Warr  against  the  French  and  Warrant  ordering  their  prosecution  of  them. 

Three  great  Dutch  Ships  past  by  this  Evening  to  the  Southward,  Supposeing 
the  Governour  Laurence  Pitt  to  be  upon  one  of  them,'  being  bound  for  Negapatam, 
haveing  removed  all  their  forces  from  Pollicat  thither. 

No  Consultation  the  President  being  at  ye  Mount. 

The  President  returnd  from  the  mount. 

This  morning  came  to  an  Anchor  a  mile  distant  from  the  road  the  Heer 
Laurence  Pitt  with  five  Saile  of  Ships  Sending  a  letter  to  the  President  and 
Councill,  adviseing  that  upon  their  arrivall  at  Porto  Novo  was  Surprized  with  the 
news  of  a  french  fleets  arrivall  on  the  Coast  of  Zeilon,  consisting  of  Six  larg  Shipps 
which  had  taken  a  fly  boat  of  theirs  out  of  the  bay  of  the  Nilwellee,  about  the  -|£ 
of  last  month,  and  tis  Supposed  are  bound  to  this  Coast,  and  least  they  should  also 
make  their  assaults  upon  their  Pesterd  Shipps,  which  in  all  probabillity  were  not 
able  to  defend  them,  they  thought  it  Safe  to  return  hither,  where  they  desire 
protection  from  &  with  all  to  consult  with  the  President  and  Councill,  what  Shall 
be  most  expedient  in  this  affair  against  our  Enimyes.

Letters  to  the  Agent  &a  of  Bengali  and  to  the  severall  factorys  on  the  Coast 
of  India  read  &  past. 

The  Heer  Laurence  Pitt  Governour  of  Pollicat  haveing  some  dayes  since  past 
this  Port  with  three  Shipps  bound  with  Pollicat  Stores  &  ammunition  for  Nega- 
patam, but  being  [on]  the  way  Surprized  wth  the  Newes  of  a  French  fleet  arrived 
on  Zeiloan  who  had  taken  a  fly  boat  o,f  theirs  and  was  Supposed  to  be  bound  for 
this  Coast,  which  occasion'd  the  Governour's  returne  and  Sending  a  letter  to  the 
President  &a  to  desire  our  permission  for  His  fleets  anchoring  in  this  road  under 
our  protection,  and  to  joine  with  our  Shipps  against  the  Enimy,  and  to  consult 
with  the  President  &"  what  shall  be  most  expedient  in  this  Affair  whose  letter  was 
accordingly  answerd  and  liberty  granted,  came  to  an  Anchor  paying  all  accustom- 
ary  Civillityes  to  the  place,  and.  Tis  agreed  that  upon  his  comeing  ashoare  he  be 
entertained  according  to  his  quallity  &  buisuess  and  that  we  unite  our  forces  as 
well  for  the  defence  of  our  Shipps  as  the  Garrison,  there  being  a  report  that  the 
french  fleet  sent  out  consists  of  1 7  :  Men  of  War  which  is  a  very  considerable  force 
for  us  to  dispute  with  all.  Tt  is  therefore  orderd  that  the  Paymaster  doe  enter- 
taine  as  many  European  Soldiers  and  Gunners  Assistants  as  he  can,  as  also 
Mustesees  and  Topasses  till  this  allarming  danger  be  past  and  Gunner  Ivory  being 
lately  deceas't,  Cap1  Putsham  is  appointed  and  orderd  to  Succeed  in  that  employ 
as  Gunner  of  the  Fort,  being  well  quallified  therein  and  that  the  Stores  and 
ammunition  be  accordingly  deliverd  him. 

Ship  Bencolen  being  not  yet  fitted,  as  also  for  the  greater  Security  of  the 
Defences  ladeing  the  Warehousekeeper  is  orderd  to  unlade  as  much  of  the  Sugars 
and  Tutenague  as  possible,  that  she  may  be  cleard  and  fitted  for  the  Service  we 
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may  occasion  for  her,  and  that  notice  be  given  to  all  the  Countrey  Vessells  to  be 
in  readiness  to  make  the  best  defence  they  may  have  occasion  against. 

Mr  Edwar :  Mountague  giveing  notice  that  his  time  of  factorship  for  three 
years  was  expired  the  [blank]  May  last,  Tis  orderd,  that  he  take  his  degree  of  a 
Merchant  according  bo  the  Rl  Honble  Compas  rules,  and  his  Sallary  to  be 
accordingly  allow' d  him.

Generall  from  Mr  Charles  fleetwood  at  Chiccacull  adviseing  that  the  Seerlascar  2 
refuses  the   enlargement  of  the  E*  Honble  Compas   Servants  and  concernes  with- 
out an  order  from  Nabob  Alle  Merdacawne  which  he  desires  the  procurery  of. 

Generall  to  Mr  Charles  fleetwood  &a  at  Chiccacull  of  this  dayes  date  with  2 
Coppy  of  a  letter  to  the  Seerlascar  of  that  Countrey.  also  Pagodas  200  sent  ym  by 
the  Madrass  friggbt  for  their  necessary  expences,  which  for  want  of  they  were  in 
humanly  used,  ordering  them  to  forward  the  Companys  Investment  w'  possibly 
they  can  as  also  the  Sloop  Thomas  for  the  Bay  for  their  Assistance  and  the 
Bringantine  hither  with  graine. 

Generall  to  the  Agent  &  Councill  of  Bengali  to  be  sent  by  the  Madrass  friggot  3 
with  a  Ladeing  of  Tootenague,  adviseing  of  the  French  fleet  being  on  the  Coast  of 
Zeilon,  and  our  expectation  of  their  Suddain  arrivall  on  this,  and  great  probability 
of  their  goeing  down  to  the  Bay,  which  they  must  prepare  against. 

The  Madrass  friggot  Will"1  Brooks  Command1'  Sett  Saile  this  morning   for  4 
Bengali  ordering  her  to  touch  at  Vizagapatam  &  deliver  the  money  and  Advices 
for  that  place. 

The  Heer  Laurence  Pitt  being  designd  to  come  ashoare  this  day,  Mr  Thomas 
Wavell  &  Mr  John  Cheney  were  orderd  to  attend  upon  him  aboard  and  conduct 
him  ashoar. 
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This  Evening  the  Dutch  Governor  Landed  &  was  kindly  received  by  the 
President  at  the  Sea  Custome  house  Gate,  and  thence  conducted  to  the  fort,  well- 
comeing  him  with  21  great  Gunns,  with  all  other  due  respects  &  civillityes  and 
Suitable  to  his  quallity  and  the  great  allyance  of  the  Nations. 

This  morning  recd  newes  of  the  French  fleets  arrivall  at  Pullicherry  con- 
sisting of  eight  Saile  of  Shipps  two  of-  which  is  reported  to  have  been  taken  from 
the  Dutch  wtb  a  considerable  treasure  aboard  of  them,  betwixt  Zeiloan  and 
Negapatam  being  bound  thither  from  Batavia — and  so  to  Bengali,  also  reporting  to 
have  metfc  and  de3troyd  a  Europe  Shipp  of  ours  at  the  Island  of  Joanna,  but 
what  she  was  or  the  certainty  thereof  Is  not  yet  known. 

An  entertainment  made  for  Governour  Pitt  and  the  rest  of  the  Dutch 
People. 

This  Evening  Governour  Pitt  returnd  aboard  to  order  and  putt  his  fleet 
in  a  posture  of  Defence  against  the  French. 

Soundee  Bollegee  Subidar  of  Oonimere  arrived  this  morning  from  Rama 
Raja  King  of  the  Morattaes  and  the  Chingie  Countrey  to  treat  about  ye  Moratta 
fort  at  Tegnapatam. 

By  a  letter  to  Sen :  Barth  :  Rodrigoes  &a  Via  France  we  have  advice  of 
the  Rochesters  Safe  arrivall  at  Plimouth  and  the  Sad  loss  of  Ship  Nathaniel,  found- 
ering in  the  Ohannell,  in  Company  of  the  Rochester  which  was  also  in  a  dangerous 
condition,  proveing  extream  leaky,  and  had  it  not  been  a  great  providence  and 
the  assistance  of  the  Nathaniels  men  who  were  all  Sav'd,  She  had  been  also 
founderd  in  the  Sea. 

Some  French  fugitives  lately  running  away  from  this  fleet  at  Pullicherry 
gives  us  the  following  Relation  of  the  unhappy  loss  of  Ship  Herbert  at  Joanna. 
That  in  february  last  the  French  fleet  consisting  of  Six  Saile  of  men  of  War  Set 
Saile  from  France  and  in  their  way  at  Joanna  most  unhappily  surprized  the  Herbert 
att  Anchor,  under  Dutch  Coulors,  but  Soon  discoverd  their  disguise  by  Surround 
and  fighting  her,  She  makeing  a  brave  resistance  against  all  Six  for  three  hours, 
when  upon  approaching  darkness  She  endeavour'd  to  quitt  herself  from  them  and 
putt  off  to  sea  but  being  overpowerd  she  was  fatally  cleard  from  her  cruell 
Enimyes,  by  the  blowing  up  of  the  ship  supposed  rather  by  choice  then  Accident, 
and  they  also  report  her  to  be  a  very  rich  Shipp,  and  that  near  300  Souls  perrisht 
in  her  distruction,  the  inhumane  french  giveing  noe  quarter  to  ye  poor  Creatures, 
that  were  blown  up  through  the  flames  into  the  sea,  but  basely  murderd  them  as 
they  were  crawling  half  roasted  up  their  Shipps  for  life  &  mercy  declareing  they 
would  noewhere  give  quarter  to  the  English,  the  French  report  ye  Captaine  and 
many  of  her  men  escap't  in  a  boat  to  Johanna.  God  grant  it  proves  true,  if  so 
they  will  Soon  gett  conveyance  for  Bombay,  where  we  think  they  were  bound, 
from  Johanna  the  french  fleet  Steerd  for  Pullicherry  and  in  their  way  at  Zeiloan 
took  two  Dutch  Shipps  with  money  and  goods  to  the  Value  of  50000  Pagod8 :  from 
thence  they  Sailed  to  the  Coast  caruising  from  Trincambar  to  Pullicherry  the  3 
Instant.  They  arrived  there  with  8  Saile  of  Shipps.  Where  they  were 
Victualling  and  fitting  them,  putting  their  Treasure  and.  Sick  and  wounded  men 
ashoare,  makeing  great  preparation  as  they  report  for  Syam,  Tanassaree  or 
Bengali.

Soundee  Bollogee  Subidar  of  Conimere,  arriveing  yesterday  from  Rama 
Raja  King  of  the  Chingie  Countrey  to  treat  about  their  Settling  Tegnapatam  Fort 
to  the  R'  Honble  Company,  for  wch  according  to  our  former  Consultations  as 
affor'd  50000  Chuckarums.  which  we  were  in  hopes  to  have  had  it  for,  by  reason 
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of  this  considerable  Persons  comeingupon  that  offer,  but  contrary  to  our  expect- 
ations he  is  only  fall'n  from  their  first .  demands  of  150000  to  120000  Ghuc- 
karums  and  this  day  declares  the  lowest  of  his  limitts  is  100000,  which  if  we  will 
not  give,  desires  to  be  dispatch't  home  tor  Chengie  tomorrow,  which  is  the  Cheif 
reason  of  this  meeting,  when  the  President  duly  representing  the  Honble  Comp" 
orders  for  the  buying  of  Trincambar  and  either  to  buy  or  purchase  liberty  to 
build  a  Fort  in  the  Chingie  Countrey,  which  could  not  be  effected  undr  three  times 
ihe  charge  of  this  Fort,  it  being  reported  to  be  very  Strong  double  wall'd  about 
500  foot  long  and  400  broad,  with  many  buildings  &  conveniences  therein,  all  of 
free  and  Iron  stone,  which  tis  said  cost  the  builder  a  rich  Gentue  Merchant, 
named  Chinna  Chette  above  100000  Pags  excellently  well  Scituated  in  a  plenti- 
full  Countrey  for  Cloth  trade  and  provisions,  near  the  Sea  Surrounded  with  a  good 
river,  whose  barr  is  constantly  open  and  capable  of  receiving  Vessels  of  100 
Tonns,  The  President  also  deliverd  in  his  draft  of  the  Phyrmaund  he  required 
for  its  Sale  and  or  priviledges  thereto,  which  if  procureable  would  themselves  be 
worth  much  more  then  we  have  offerd,  upon  consideration  whereof  and  the 
great  Service  and  advantage  it  will  be  to  the  Honble  Companys  future  trade,  and 
that  if  we  should  loose  this  offer  and  oppertunity,  or  if  it  Should  fall  into  the 
Mogulls  hands,  that  it  could  not  then  be  purchased  at  five  times  So  much,  also 
the  charge  of  mantaining  it  will  not  be  more  then  what  we  are  now  at  wth  the 
Conimeer  and  Porto  Novo  factoryes,  ye  Same  Soldiers  being  Sufficient  to  main- 
taine  it  and  that  in  all  probability  a  few  years  will  improve  it  to  good  revenues 
as  well  of  the  Customes  and  trade  as  of  the  large  distance  of  ground  we  are 
to  have  to  it,  Tis  therefore  approved  and  agreed  that  rather  then  loose  it  we  give 
10000  Chuckarums  more  for  it  to  the  King,  Cheif  Ministers  &a  which  makes  the 
Summe  of  60000  chuckaraes  each  10  great  fanams  18  whereof  makes  a  pagoda  amts 
to  Pag8  83333:12:'  Currant  coyne  of  Madrass  to  be  paid  after  delivery  of  said 
Phyrmaund  and  the  fort  &a  under  the  Royall  Seal  and  order  and  that  we  have 
full  possession  thereof  and  not  before. 

The  french  fleet  being  Still  at  Pullicherry  makeing  great  preparation  for  Some 
designe  or  Voyage,  which  they  sometimes  report  to  be  for  Tanasare  other  times 
for  Bengali  but  least  their  intentions  Should  be  for  this  place,  the  Paymaster  and 
Storekeeper  are  orderd  with  the  Officers  and  Gunners  to  get  all  things  in  readiness 
for  the  defence  of  the  Place,  the  Governour  also  giveing  them  a  role,  where  the 
Councill  &a  are  orderd  to  the  charge  and  Command  of  ye  sever11  Gates,  Bullworks 
and  Points  in  the  Garrison,  quartering  our  soldiers  and  Gunners,  accordingly  as 
enterd  next  after  this  Consultation,  ordering  each  person  to  Vissit  his  Posts,  to- 
morrow morning  to  repair  or  Supply  the  wants  or  defects  of  each  place,  and  there 
being  now  little  charge  orbuisnessat  Conimere  and  not  much  danger  of  this  place, 
Tis  orderd  that  all  but  12  soldiers  and  Gunners  do  wth  their  Cap1  James  Leslye  &a 
officers  hasten  hither  with  all  expedition  to  strengthen  our  Garrison  and  Shipps, 
which  are  in  great  want  of  them.

-to  unlade  300  Candy  of  the  Tutenague  upon  the  Satisfaction  to  be  dispatch't  as 
soon  as  possibly  for  Bengali,  &  that  the  rest  and  Sugars  be  taken  ashoar,  and 
laden  upon  the  Bencolen,  when  She  arrives  from  Porto  Novo,  and  that  She  also 
proceed  to  the  Coast  of  India,  Bombay  and  Surrat,  it  being  so  scarce  and  dear  there, 
that  we  doubt  not,  twill  bring  the  Eonble  Compa  good  advance  upon  the  price 
of  this  Place. 

The  Saphir  is  orderd  to  take  in  the  Honble  Compa  goods  appointed  her' for 
Atchein  and  Sumatra,  as  Soon  as  possible,  as  also  what  freight  goods  in  readiness  at 
the  usuall  rates,  Viz  8  ^  Cent  Course  goods,  6  f-  Cent  fine  and  5  f-  Cent  for  ophium 
in  specie  or  at  the  prizes  the  goods  shall  sell  for  at  Atchein,  ye  carefull  receipt  and 
ace*  thereof  as  also  the  other  Sailes  of  theHonble  Compas  Cloth  and  Iron  at  Atchein 
is  recommended  and  consigned,  to  Cap'  "Wm  Tuer  &  Mr  Vicessimus  Griffith,  who 
are  to  be  accountable  for  all  to  ye  Cheife  &a  at  Bencolen,  as  also  to  us  at  their 
returne,  &  that  her  dispatch  hence  be  hastned  to  carry  our  advices   to  the  West

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Coast  of  the  defences  Suddain  following  her,  to  be  loden  thence  with  pepper  for 
Europe,  and  that  in  consideration  of  her  large  Tonnage  they  use  their  most  indus- 
trious endeavours  to  procure  sufficient  for  her,  which  we  are  in  great  hopes  of,, 
they  haveing  had  so  much  time  &  money  for  it,  y'  advices  also  be  sent  ym  of  this 
french  fleet  as  also  of  yos  are  reported  to  be  gone  for  Syam. 

The  Honble  Compa8  Servt8  &  concernes  at  Gingerlee  being  Still  under 
restraint,  the  President  Wrott  to  the  Gen"  Joll  Foctier  Cawn  &  New  Nabob 
Alleinarde  Cawn  in  free  and  plain  tearmes  ab'  ye  cruell  inj  ustice  of  ye  Seer  lascar, 
&  that  they  would  order  their  release  since  we  were  now  at  Peace,  wtb  the  Mogull,. 
&  all  things  taken  by  our  people  at  Surrat  redeliverd  &  that  ye  King  had  pro  mist 
the  same  to  us,  wch  we  as  justly  expected  from  them,  besides  our  great  kindness 
and  protection  here  to  many  of  the  Kings  Servants  deserved  better  usage,  letter  read 
and  past. 

Besides  Mr  James  "Wheeler  Mr  Fra :  Betts,  M1  Yanden  Anchor,  Mr  Mountague 
is  also  orderd  and  appointed  assistant  to  the  bookkeep1',  he  being  the  most  experienc't 
person  in  Ace*8   of  any  factor  belonging  to  the  place.

Notwithstanding  the  late  allowance  about  the  purchaseing  Tegnapatam  Fort, 
the  President  has  so  argued  the  case  and  managed  y* :  buisness  with  Sounde 
Bolloge,  that  he  has  brought  him  to  a  complyance  and  agreement  for  1000 
Chuccaraes,  more  to  the  Cheif  Bramenee  &  500  Chuckarums  to  him  &a  :  Officers 
after  delivery  of  the  Fort  and  our  Settlement  therein  also  his  son  [blank']  to  be 
entertaind  Moratta  Bramenee  to  the  Fort  or  factory  at  5  Pags:  ^  month  dureing 
his  life,  Sounde  Bollogee's  agreement  for  the  Fort,  Ground  &a :  priviledges,  accord- 
ing to  Phyrmaund  deliverd  him,  also  the  Presidents  obligation  for  the  fayment  of 
51000  Chukaraes  after  all  is  duely  effected,  all  which  papers  are  enterd  next  after 
this  Consultation,  and  Since  this  Affair  is  so  well  prosecuted  tis  agreed  &  orderd 
that  all  things  be  hastned  to  a  conclusion,  &  that  Sounde  Bollogee  be  dispatch't 
as  soon  and  as  privately  as  possible  to  prevent  murmur  &  mischief. 

Wee  haveing  (to  little  purpose)  been  near  these  18  months  disputeing  &  agreeing

To  allow  them  two  and  a  half  fanams  ^  C*  in  full  of  all  Cooly,  coyning,  wast  coals, 
potts  &a :  charges  in  that  buisness,  and  that  for  the  said  Consideratio  of  'l\  ^ 
cent  they  are  to  return  the  same  exact  weight  in  fanams  which  they  receive  in 
standard  Silver,  the  2^  W.  C* :  only  deducting  to  which  contract,  the  said 
Bramenees,  Goldsmiths  Washers  &a  :  voluntarily  Signed  and  deliverd  their  obli- 
gation to  the  President,  who  gave  it  in  Custody  of  the  Mintmastr  Mr :  Thomas 
Gray,  who  is  orderd  now  to  hasten,  the  coyning  of  as  much  Silver  as  possibly  at 
30  fanams  standard  f-  oz  which  is  7sh  :  6d  :  ^  oz  :  a  very  considerable  advantage 
and  revenue  to  the  Honble  Compa  &  being  So  great  a  Proff'  Tis  possible  may 
tempt  some  avaricious  Persons  to  counterfitt  the  coyne  or  make  them  privately, 
to  prevent  which  Tis  hereby  made  and  delivered  a  Law  that  such  a  crime  shall  be 
Judg'd  in  these  Coarts  fellony  and  the  offenders  Suffer  the  law  as  fellons,  &  this 
Law  the  Justices  are  orderd  to  publish  and  Affix  upon  the  Citty  gates. 

The  french  fleet  being  Still  at  Pullicherry  makeing  great  preparations  for 
some  hostile  designe,  and  there  being  great  reason  to  Suspect  their  Assaulting  the 
Dutch  and  our  shipps  in  this  road,  Twas  therefore  proposed  to  hyre  and  man 
some  of  the  ablest  countrey  Vessells  in  the  road  to  Joine  with  the  Dutch  fleet, 
and  that  ye  Governour  and  the  Heer  Pitt  consult  thereon  and  draw  up  rules  and 
orders  for  the  fleet  in  case  of  an  engagement,  that  we  may  not  be  Surprized  into  a 
Confusion.

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This  being  S*  Lovis's  day  the  French  fleet  appeard  in  Sight  about  8  in  the 
morning  consisting  of  seven  Saile,  Six  men  of  war  and  a  fire  Shipp,  all  makeing  as 
near  the  Shoar  as  the  land  wind  would  permitt  them  and  at  11  Came  to  an 
Anchor  in  Sl  Thorna  road,  calling  there  a  Councill  of  war  the  Portuguez  well- 
comeing  them  wth  Sev1!  gunns  and  their  flagg  abroad,  a  respect  not  usuall  amongst 
them  to  any  other  European  Nation,  and  about  one  of  the  clock  came  Soe  near, 
that  we  sent  a  shott  from  the  fort  to  forbid  their  approach,  which  they  took  So 
little  notice  of,  that  they  immediately  fired  on  the  headmost  dutch  Ship,  all  their 
and  ours  Rangeing  as  nigh  the  Shoar  as  possible,  and  soon  after  their  whole  fleet 
being  come  within  Shott  of  ours,  they  lett  fly  with  that  Sharpness  and  fury,  as  is 
usuall  to  a  french.  onsett,  which  was  considerately  returned  by  ours,  as  also 
playd  what  gunns  from  ye  fort  we  could  bring  to  bear  upon  them,  which  tho  at  a 
great  distance  andrandome,  did  some  execution  &  prevented  their  comeing  nearer, 
or  within  our  fleet,  and  in  this  heat  they  entevd  their  fire  ship  upon  tho  Dutch 
Admirall,  fixing  their  hooks  &  graplings  upon  her  leward  bow,  and  So  blew  up 
immediately  into  a  flame,  but  was  by  the  Courage  and  desterity  of  the  dutch  as 
Soon  cutt  off  discharg'd  from  them,  driveing  by  the  rest  of  the  fleet  a  great  escape 
aad  mercy,  which  if  had  taken  effect  had  undoubtedly  destroyed  all  the  Shipps 
in  the  road  the  french  fleet  being  all  ready  to  prosecute  the  confusion  of  the  rest, 
and  were  as  much  balk't  at  their  disappointment,  however  plyed  their  gunns  wth 
great  quickness,  but  little  execution,  and,  after  3  hours  hott  dispute,  they  grew 
weary  of  the  Vissit  returning  with  greater  Speed  then  they  came  not  allowing 
themselves  time  to  weigh  their  Anchor,  but  fairly  cutt  and  nimbly  march' fc  like 
french.  men,  bringing  their  fleet  to  an  Anchor  about  5  leagues  off  to  the  Southward, 
where  they  road  civilly  till  about  10  the  next  day,  the  same  Evening  the 
Governour  gave  strict  charge  and  Command  to  all  the  Captains  and  officers  round 
the  Garrison,  to  get  themselves  prepared  and  a  good  watch  kept,  Great  gunns 
loaded  and  mounted,  Least  the  Bnimy  should  again  assault  us,  the  same  was 
recommend  to  all  our  fleet  in  the  road,  to  which  was  answerd,  that  they  were  in 
a  better  posture  of  defence,  and  fitter  for  an  engagem*  then  they  were  before. 

16  This  morning  about  10  of  the  clock  The  French  fleet  weigh'd,   Sailing  gently 

to  the  Northw'5  and  in  their  way  at  Trivertore  valliantly  took  an  old  deserted 
Countrey  Vessell  belonging  to  some  Pollicatt  Inhabitants,  but  whether  they  are 
bound  God  knows,  but  Tis  conclude  to  Bengali,  where  we  hope  our  Shipps  the 
Princess  &  Kempthorne  will  escape  them,  haveing  long  since  advised  them  of 
their  arrivall  on  the  Coast,  and  their  probabillity  of  their  Visitting  the  bay. 

The  Dutch  and  our  Loss  in  this  fight  were  but  Seaven  men  kili'd  and  about 
10  wounded  and  but  little  Prejudice  to  our  Shipps,  undoubtedly  the  french  fleet 
have  Suffer'd  much  more  &  their  Suddain  weighing  is  an  Argument  of  it, 
besides  Tis  reported  that  their  Admirall  was  kili'd  &  Severall  others  of  note 
with  many  Seamen  in  all  said  to  be  187  men  with  considerable  damage  to  their 
Shipping  and  Rigging  Wee  also  hear,  there  were  Severall  men  sent  ashoar  and 
buryed  in  S*  Thoma  Church,  when  the  Town  late  at  nigbt  fired  Severall  gunns, 
supposed  to  be  in  respect  to  the  deceased.

something  hazzardous  in  these  troublesome  times  and  Countryes,  Soldiers  being 
encampt  &  scatterd  round  us  waiting  for  any  Prey,  however  in  Consideration 
of  the  great  Service  it  might  be  for  the  R* :  HonMe :  Compa :  they  accepted  it,  and 
were  orderd  to  make  all  Possible  hast  for  their  departure,  the  President  promiseing 
their  letters  and  Instructions,  Should  be  by  tomorrow  ready  for  them.

fort  and  would  have  fired  the  Gun  which  they  excused  it  till  the  money  and  our 
own  Guns  arrived.

gratifying  him  therein,  may  Oblige  his  freindship  to  the  procureing  a  Phyrmaund 
for  this  Place  &a  factorys  on  this  Coast,  It  is  therefore  agreed  and  orderd  that 
200  maund  of  Gunpowder  be  sent  him  but  the  number  of  Soldiers  being  more 
then  we  have,  and  can  Spare  noe  English,  we  must  therefore  excuse  Sending  any 
for  the  present,  hopeing  the  Gunpowder  may  Satisfie. 

Yesterday  arrived  a  Dutch  Ship  with  a  letter  from  the  Heer  Pitt  to  the 
Governour,  adviseing  the  Generail  &a :  had  sent  12  more  English  Pyrats  from 
Batavia  who  were  Seized  at  Mallacca  belonging  to  the  Same  Ship  and  crew  as  the 
former  did,  who  being  now  in  all  19  Tis  order'd  that  a  Session  be  held  for  their 
tryall  by  a  Jury  and  if  they  be  found  guilty,  the  sentence  may  be  metigated  as 
we  find  convenient  in  the  meantime,  that  the  Justices  do  take  their  Examination 
to  prepare  them  for  their  tryall.

Nabob  Jol  Focteer  Cawn  haveing  wrott  another  importunate  letter  from  the 
Camp  to  the  President  for  500  Soldiers  30Gunrs  500  maunds  of  Gunpowder  &  500 
great  Shott  also  fine  broad  cloth  and  Serge  upon  the  Town  rent  Ace*  but  not  being 
able  to  furnish  them  wth  :  Soldiers  or  Gunners,  that  must  be  excused  as  also  the 
Cloth  since  it  will  be  of  too  groat  a  Vailue  to  recover,  so  tis  agreed  to  send  noe  more 
then  200  maunds  of  powder  &  300  Iron  Shott. 

Receiving  a  letter  from  Fort  S*  David,  wherein  they  sent  us  a  list  of  goods 
and  Stores  wanting  by  the  Defence  the  Warehousekeepr  is  orderd  justly  to 
examine  the  same  with  the  Captaine  &  receive  due  Satisfaction  from  him. 

The  Surgeon  delivering  bills  for  5  months  expences  in  the  Hospitall,  the 
Pay  mast1'  is  orderd  to  peruse  them  and  discharge,  he  also  complaining  the 
want  of  Assistants  in  the  Hospitall  &  recommending  one  formerly  belonging  to 
ship  Kempthorne  experienced  therein,  Tis  orderd  he  be  entertained  at  91  fan8 
|P  mensem. 

Mr  John  Cheney  warehousekeepr  accts  for  the  month  of  Sepbr  was  read 
and  past  errrs  excepted. 

The  sallary  being  due  the  29th  last  month  the  accomptant  is  orderd  to  draw 
the  Account  thereof  be  paid  accordingly.

In  order  to  the  drawing  up  a  charge  in  behalf  of  the  R*  Honble  Company 
ag8*  Your  Honrs  brother  Mr  Thomas  Yale,  we  have  strictly  Search't  and  enquired 
for  the  Ace*8  deliverd  in  by  him  of  his  dispose  of  the  Compa8  concernes  in  his 
Severall  Voyages  &  employments  since  be  came  hither,  but  they  being  not  to  be 
found,  and  as  we  fear  by  private  order  kept  from  us,  we  cannot  particularly 
give  in  said  charge  before  Ship  Defence  her  departure  for  England  wch  according 
to  the  Compas  often  repeated  orders,  ought  to  be  prosecuted  in  their  Court  of 
Judicature  Your  Honr  has  lately  threatned  to  Suppress  the  Mayors  Court,  for 
our  takeing  Affidavits  concerning  Your  Brothers  manageing  the  Companys  Stock 
Ship  Defence  in  China,  and  to  try  it  before  Your  Honr  would  be  consenting  to 
give  away  our  Masters  Interest,  Wee  haveing  in  Severall  Instances  found  Your 
Hon1'  to  defend  their  unfaithfull  servants  and  abuse  us  for  demanding  Justice  of 
them,  Wee  do  therefore  resolve  to  deferr  bringing  our  charge  against  Mr 
Thomas  Yale  to  a  tryall,  untill  some  power  shall  be  constituted  here  by  the 
Company  that  may  do  them  and  others  Impartiall  Justice  without  fear  of  your 
Honrs  threats  and  wee  doe  hereby  declare  in  the  R*  Honble  Comp"8  name  that 
if  Your  Hon1'  Permitts  or  connives  at  yor  said  Brothers  Mr  Thomas  Yales  leave- 
ing  this  Place  or  goeing  home  for  England  before  he  has  made  Satisfaction  to  the 
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Company  for  whatever  hereaftr  shall  be  proved  he  has  wrong11  them  off,  or 
lavishly  spent  of  theirs,  that,  in  such  case  Your  Hon1"  must  make  good,  and 
answer  to  the  Company,  whatever  shall  be  Justly  charged  against  him,  That  Yr 
Honr  may  not  immagine  Your  Brothers  stay  here  out  of  ill  will  or  prejudice, 
but  as  sworn  servants  to  be  true  to  our  Masters  Interest,  You  may  Please  to 
remember  the  Goa  Voyage  upon  Madrass  friggot,  when  Your  Brother  for  to  please 
his  fancy  went  to  see  that  place  upon  a  Pretence  of  receiving  the  freight,  and  had 
Severall  Soldiers  sent  to  gaurd  him,  where  he  spent  the  whole  freight  and  three 
hundred  and  eighteen  Pags  more  which  was  paid  him  by  Your  Honr  out  of  the 
Comp^  Cash,  tho  he  Perswaded  President  Gyfford  to  pass  his  unconscionable 
Accts  and  give  him  freight  of  his  Bice  brought  back  upon  her,  the  charge  of  that 
Shipps  fitting  out  hence  was  Pag8 :  1752  :  S  :  3  .•  and  not  one  fanam  Stock  of  the 
Compas  sent  with  her,  Your  Honr  may  please  likewise  to  remembr  his  manage- 
ment of  the  Companys  Stock  upon  Ship  James,  where  he  charges  them  wth 
Severall  presents,  tho  by  contract  only  1  ^  Cent  was  to  be  allowd  and  took  their 
contract  for  freight  in  Groff  goods  to  himself  bringing  only  fine  goods  for  the 
Company,  when  their  Silver  could  have  procured  Groff  goods  as  well  as  his,  In  his

first  Ace'  of  that  Voyage  given  in  he  charges  the  Compauy  1089  :  1  :  1  ;  for  loss 
upon  ye  weight  of  their  Silver,  bad  debts  and  charges,  besides  charges  Merch- 
andize and  1 J  p  Cent  allow'd  him  for  Japan  weight  and  2^0*  for  fineness 
which  Accf  being  unreasonable  Your  Honr  orderd  it  from  the  Accomptant,  and 
another  was  deliverd  in,  makeing  the  Compas  Debtors  to  your  Brother  four  tale, 
wherein  the  aforementioned  losses  and  charges  were  no  more  mentioned,  but 
patch't  up  by  an  overcharge  upon  the  severall  heads  of  the  former  Accts  as  appears 
by  what  chargd  in  the  last  ace*  more  then  in  the  former  upon  the  same  goods, 
the  quantity  nor  quail  ity,  not  altering  by  his  unaccountable  manageing  the 
Defences  stock  &  Voyage  last  year,  it  plainly  appears  to  us  by  the  severall  affidavits 
made  by  Cap*  Heath  &ca  sent  upon  that  Ship,  that  the  Compa  have  lost  a  Vast 
Summe  of  money,besides  his  notorious  defrauding  them  of  the  China  root  &  Gallin- 
gall  bought  and  taken  on  board  for  them,  upon  the  whole  Your  Honrs  brother  Mr 
Tho  Yale  is  indebted  to  the  R*  Honble  Compa  above  Tenn  thousand  Pag8  for 
which  cause  we  desire  he  may  continue  here  until]  he  satisfye  said  debt  to  the 
Company  &  we  request  this  may  be  registred  in  our  Consults  book  "We  are

to  the  w0rspll  councill  of 

Fort  St  George. 

In  answer  to  your  Paper  deliverd  me  the  14th  [nstant,  I  cannot  but  wonder 
at  ye  euddain  alterations  of  your  resolves  and  Promises  of  giveing  in  and  ex- 
amining your  Charge  against  my  brother  Mr  Thomas  Yale  upon  an  unworthy 
unjust  Pretence  or  Suspition  of  my  favouring  him  therein,  falsely  chargeing  me 
wth  partiallity  to  the  R'  Honble  Compas  unfaithfull  Servants,  which  I  challenge 
you  to  give  one  instance  of  (except  it  be  to  some  of  your  selves)  which  beleive  it 
notwithstanding  my  present  silence  I  shall  in  due  time  do  my  R'  Honble 
Masters  Right  in,  or  that  I  ever  proposed  or  acted  anything,  but  what  was  for  the 
honour  &  Interest  of  my  Masters  or  good  and  Safety  of  the  Place  or  in  the  least 
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neglected  my  duty  or  buisr>es3,  Your  Consciences  and  experience  wittness  the 
contrary  and  that  the  whole  charge  &  weight  of  their  Affairs  has  layn  upon  me, 
with  little  or  no  assistance  from  You,  noe  I  have  rather  been  obstructed  and  impeeded 
therein  by  your  ignorance  or  willfull  obstinacy,  tho  I  bless  God  my  services  have 
been  Successfull  beyond  yr  expectation  or  I  doubt  wishes,  Tis  my  Strikt  care  and 
circumspection  (notwithstanding  all  your  Cobweb  pretences)  has  been  the  Chief 
occasion  of  your  unjust  exceptions  and  reflections  and  affronting  oppositions, 
tho  I  have  allways  rather  assisted  then  impeeded  you  in  your  Lawf  ull  advantages 
and  trade.. 

As  for  your  Strange  Suggestion  of  wanting  the  Accts  of  his  Several]  Voyages  by 
my  private  order  is  an  idle  pretence,  since  they  are  not  in  my  keeping  but  the 
Accomptants,  who  if  by  him  lost  or  mislayed  you  might  have  had  their  transcripts 
for  Sending  for  from  my  brother  or  any  other  books  or  papers  formerly  deliverd  by 
him,  he  being  not  only  ready  but  desireous  to  give  the  R*  Honb,e  Compa  all  due 
satisfaction  therein,  therefore  I  must  rather  beleive  tis  the  guilt  or  Shame  of  haveing 
wrong'd  him  checks  you,  chargeing  him  with  more  then  you  can  prove  or  else 
your  unjust  and  unreasonable  proceedings  therein,  in  Summoning  yourselves  to 
Councill  and  persons  before  you  in  the  R*  Honble  Compa  buisness  without  my 
Consent  or  privity  contrary  to  their  Commission  and  possitive  orders  who  have- 
only  honourd  and  intrusted  the  President  with  that  Authority,  but  you  are  not 
only  irregular  in  this  but  also  in  your  takeing  examinations  and  Affadavits,  some 
of  the  examinants  complaining  to  me,  that  by  your  threats  you  forc't  them  to  it, 
perverting  their  sence  and  takeing  only  such  part  of  their  declaration  as  might 
Serve  your  ends,  and  not  their  full  meaning  and  circumstance  of  the  buisness, 
which  by  all  lawes  is  most  unjust  and  illegall,  since  thereby  the  most  innocent  may 
be  made  culpable  and  ruined,  but  I  neither  do  nor  ever  will  justify e  my  brother  or 
father  In  a  bad  action,  if  you  can  prove  he  has  any  wayes  wrong'd  our  HonbleMasters^ 
My  hand  Shall  be  first  against  him  to  make  all  due  satisfaction  before  he  goes  for 
England,  therefore  let  it  be  try'd  but  to  keep  him  here  upon  delayes  only  is  an 
unreasonable  injury  and  not  Justifiable  by  any  law  or  orders  of  the  R4  Honble 
CompaB  to  whom  he  goes  to  submit  himself  and  Actions  to  their  pleasure  who  are 
wiser  and  uprighter  Judges  then  [you]  will  pretend  to  be,  who  also  have  his  Security 
to  make  them  Satisfaction,  and  you  may  Send  along  with  him  your  charge  and 
Affadavits  to  them,  who  have  already  all  accts  and  Dyarys  relateing  to  his  past 
Voyages,  excepting  those  of  his  last,  which  will  now  also  be  sent  home-,  so  that 
your  Keeping  him  here,  will  only  appear  malicious,  or  that  you  fear  he  may  discover 
your  irregularity s  &a  however  for  your  Satisfaction  tho  he  is  ready  and  intended 
home  upon  the  Defence,  I  shall  detain  him  here  till  next  oppertunity,  that  you  may 
have  time  to  ■yuse  and  examine  his  Accts  and  prove  what  you  can  against  him,  tho 
to  my  misfortune,  I  must  declare,  there  is  few  or  none  amongst  You  that  rightly 
understands  to  state  or  examine  a  Merchants  Accounts  and  yc  assistance  you  borrow 
is  corrupt  prejudic't  and  littigious  So  of  less  Vallidity,  but  as  for  your  complaints 
amongst  those  Accts  you  mention  in  your  paper  some  of  them  was  before  most  of 
your  times,  therefore  you  can  know  bitt  little  of  them,  however  I  leave  himself  to 
answer  and  Satisfye  you  therein,  So  shall  say  but  little  of  them  only  concerning 
his  Voyage  on  the  Madi'ass  friggot,  you  may  inform  your  Selves,  that  she  being  in 
y3  road  in  Septembr  1688  out  of  repair  &  the  monsoons  approaching,  and  not 
knowing  how  other  ways  to  dispose  her  out  of  danger,  President  Gyfford  &  others 
freighted  her  with  Saltpeter  Sugar  Dammer  &a  to  Goa  with  orders  to  repair  and  fitt 
her  there  or  att  Carwar  and  to  dispose  of  his  Cargoe,  which  ye  markett  or  the 
obstruction  of  the  Portugueze  prevented  So  after  fitting  the  Ship  and  paying 
Custome  he  was  necessitated  to  return  with  his  Ladeing  to  Carwar  where  not  being 
able  to  sell  them,  he  was  forc't  to  leave  it  with  the  Cheif  Mr  Uphill,  where  they 
Still  remaine  unsold,  and  he  forc't  to  take  up  money  to  defray  the  charge  and  Wages 
of  the  Snip,  she  haveing  nothing  of  the  R'  Honble  Compas  stock  nor  could  he 
advance  anything  on  the  freight  goods,  which  had  the  marketts  been  as  usual!

would  have  fitted  the  Ship  and  partly  laded  her  back  with  rice  &  arrack  So  that 
the  disappointment  of  the  Voyage  was  not  his  fault  but  misfortune,  himself  as 
well  as  the  freighters,  being  considerable  loosers  thereby,  but  these  things  were 
acted  orderd  and  past  in  President  Gy  fiords  time,  whose  Accts  Consultations  Book 
&a  will  answer  it,  only  this  I  observe  that  to  agravate  the  buisness  you  include 
the  Vallue  of  the  ship  or  her  former  charges. 

You  also  much  exceed  in  your  calculation  of  his  Investment  of  ye  4  Ingotts 
of  Silver  fell  short  of  the  Invoice  weight,  tho  they  were  not  weighed  to  him  when 
laden,  so  that  the  mistake  might  be  there  or  in  the  Chyneeses  deceipt  in  melting 
itt  down,  which  a  wyser  man  then  he  has  been  cheated  in,  however  I  &a  awarded 
him  to  pay  400  Ta  :  towards  the  loss  which  accordingly  he  did,  tho  with  great 
complaints  of  my  Severity  therein  and  this  he  also  allowd  in  Silks  at  their  China 
prime  Cost  which  was  the  reason  of  Altering  his  Accts  which  you  reflect  upon, 
because  you  understood  it  not,  and  for  your  Complaint  of  his  extravagant  Presents, 
all  was  but  35  Tale  and  that  was  to  the  Owner  of  the  house  he  lived  in  at  Canton 
with  many  other  Civillitys  and  assistances  from  him,  his  other  expences  were 
Necessary  or  unavoydable  and  for  your  Complaint  against  him  for  not  buying 
Gruff  goods  for  the  R*  Honble  Compa  as  others  had,  is  like  the  rest,  he 
being  in  his  Instructions  possitively  orderd  to  buy  Silks  and  fino  goods  proper  for 
England,  so  that  it  appears  that  you. have  examined  but  little  of  the  buisness,  and 
less  mind  or  Vallue  w'  you  say  or  write. 

As  for  your  last  Voyage  to  China  on  the  Defence  you  have  his  Accts  Dyarys 
&a  thereof,  and  notwithstanding  Some  idle  Storyes  &  suspitions  of  his  designing 
an  Advantage  to  himself  by  his  private  Contract  with  the  Merchants  for  the  R* 
Honble  Compas  advantage  or  the  Adventurers,  which  he  protests  to  me  was  only 
upon  the  Merchants  importunity  with  him  to  conceal  his  real  Contract  with  them, 
that  it  might  be  a  rule  too  there  to  agree  by,  they  paying  much  more  then  the  R* 
Honble  Compa  and  had  he  design'd  this  for  his  own  Proffitt,  who  could  have 
discoverd  or  prevented  him,  he  did  Voluntarily,  which  is  a  testimony  of  his 
integrety,  so  that  by  what  yet  appears  to  me,  he  mannaged  that  buisness  with  as 
great  dilligence  and  injenuity  considering  the  willfullness  of  the  Command1  in 
rideing  so  farr  off  their  port,  as  also  ye  lateness  of  their  Arrival],  shortness  of  time 
intracacy  of  buisness  and  Vast  quantity  of  goods  and  all  this  hazzard  and  trouble 
for  only  his  bread,  whereas  Mr  Styleman  &a  with  less  difficulty  gott  five  or  Six 
thousand  Pagodas  Commission,  therefore  certainly  his  services  may  deserve  at 
least  a  good  word  or  acknowledgement,  which  at  first  you  thought  his  due  tho  now 
recant  it,  but  I  am  of  opinion  our  Masters  will  afforde  it  him. 

And  as  for  the  notorious  fraud  (as  you  tearm  it)  in  the  Gallingall  and  China 
root,  I  cannot  but  wonder  at  your  confident  assertion  &  expression  when  you  know 
tis  a  buisness  of  Small  Vallue  which  tho  possibly  might  be  bought  in  the  R* 
Honble  Compas  name,  which  is  usuall  in  Bengali  or  elsewhere  yet  twas  paid  for 
wtb  Cap*  Heath  &  Mr  Yales  money,  Mr  Heyns  rejecting  it  for  the  El 
Honble  ,Compa,  but  this  concerns  not  my  brother  but  Cap'  Heath  only",  who  by 
the  consent  of  the  Cheif  and  Councill  justly  bought  and  paid  for  it  but  if  you  can 
find  any  reason  to  the  contrary  I  shall  readily  agree  to  it,  Since  no  Interest  shall 
byass  me  to  any  unjust  favour  to  my  brother  or  any  man,  You  may  remember 
a  fresh  instance  of  it  relateing  to  him  about  ye  twenty  thousand  Jambee  Canes, 
which  you  agreed  should  be  for  his  proper  Ace'  which  I  could  not  approve  or 
allow  of,  therefore  brought  them  to  the  R'  Honb,e  Comp"9  Ace*3  by  reason 
they  brought  back  part  of  their  Silver  from  China  to  Mallacca  with  which  they 
might  have  purchast  those  Canes  and  in  all  matters  of  trade,  it  is  but  reason  the 
R*  Honble    Compa    our  protectors  should  be  servd  for  it. 

As  for  what  you  mention  about  y1.  May"  Coart  I  am  Sorry  I  have  reason  to 
complaine  and  declare  against  Your  pact  &  factious  election  and  irregular  unjust 
proceedings,  Setting  up  a  Seperate  Authority  in  opposition  &  defyance  to  the 
Goverment  contrary  to  the    Tenure  and  limitation    of  the    R'    Honb,e    Compa9 
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Charter  to  the  Corporation,  haveing  yet  done  nothing  to  the  benefitt  or  conveni- 
ency  of  the  place,  agreeable  to  their  honrs  intentions  &  expectations  therein,  but 
of  this  I  shall  be  more  particular  hereafter,  when  I  have  more  leazure  for  it,

The  Councill  haveing  reveiw'd  the  Conimere  blue  Cloth,  they  are  of  the  same- 
opinion  as  they  were  formerly,  so  tis  orderd  not  to  be  laden  on  the  Defence  for 
England,  but  disposed  here  as  well  as  possibly. 

Mr  Henry  Mose  lately  dying  intestated,  Tis  orderd  that  Mr  Wm  Fraser 
and  Mr  Tho  Gray  do  seal  up  his'  books  papers  Screetores  &a  &  afterwards 
publickly  to  examine  and  take  a  list  of  them,  they  paying  what  debts  due  to  the 
R*  Honble  Compa  and  others,  also  to  Sue  for  and  recover  what  due  to  him  in 
India,  makeing  a  publick  Sale  of  his  houshold  stuff  Jewells  goods  &a  paying  the- 
ballance  of  his  Ace*  into  the  R'  Honble  Companys  Cash, to  be  made  good  to  his 
relation  in  England. 

Mr  Thomas  Gray  acquainted  the  Councill  there  were  Severalls  proposed  to  be 
assured  upon  the  Defence  for  England,  which  upon  consideratio  of  the  Warrs  in 
Europe  and  here,  tis  therefore  agreed  not  to  take  under  20  c<p  Cent  premio,  he  is 
therefore  orderd  to  assure  for  the'R*  Honble  Compa  upon  the  Defence  for 
England  to  the  amount  of  5000£  at  that  rate,  but  not  to  exceed  that,  itt  being 
according  to  their  Honrs  orders. 

The  Councill  urgeing  the  Pepper  lately  brought  from  the  West  Coast  on  the 
Madrass  friggot  might  be  laden  aboard  the  Defence  for  England,  they  accordingly 
voted  and  orderd  it  to  be  laden  but  the  President  was  possitively  agst  for  his 
following  reasons.    Viz  : 

I  am  utterly  against  Lading  the  Pepper  for  England  upon  the  Defence  via 
"West  Coast,  tis  meerly  sending  coals  to  Newcastle,  and  Cost  ye  Honble  Compa 
near  2000  Pag8  bringing  it_  hither  where  it  bears  a  great  price  above  Pag?  24  f" 
Candy  and  Cost  but  11  Doll  there,  which  money  may  be  sent  to  Bengali  or 
Surrat  to  buy  goods  for  Europe,  which  will  be  an  additionall  improvem*  or  else  it 
may  be  sent  hence  on  the  Princess  or  some  other  ship,  that  may  arrive  here  to  be 
dispatch't  directly  hence  for  England,  for  which  wee  have  noe  goods  nor  can 
procure  any,  besides  in  all  probability  there  will  be  no  want  of  Pepper  at 
Indrapore  and  Bencolen  to  lade  the  Defence  they  haveing  had  a  stock  for  near 
100000  Dollers  and  twelve  months  time  to  provide  it  in,  No  shipp  being  there 
since  the  Williamsons  dispatch  and  we  prest  their  utmost  endeavours  therein  for 
that  they  might  expect,  two  or  three  shipps  from  us  to  lade  for  Europe,  therefore 
we  may  reasonably  believe  they  will  not  faill  us  to  provide  for  one,  and  then  for 
the    pepper  to  be  left  there  ashoar  for   want  of  Tonnage,  twill  be  lyable  to  many 
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dangers  damage  and  charge  there  are  many  other  reasons  to  keep  it  here,  but  I 
cannot  think  of  one  for  the  returning  it  to  the  West  Coast,  besides  the  ladeing  it 
ahoard  the  Defence  this  bad  weather  will  greatly  delay  her  dispatch  for  the  West

Intending  as  formerly  advised  to  send  part  of  the  R'  Honble  CompttS  Stock  by 
us  to  Bengali  &  part  to  Surrat,  if  we  find  no  reason  to  the  contrary,  It  is  there- 
fore orderd  that  the  Warekousekeeper  and  Mintmaster  do  buy  up  all  the  rupees 
they  cann,  but  not  less  then  352  f-  100  Pa  :  they  being  more  currant  at  those 
places  and  great  loss  upon  Pagodas.
